suit charging that the policeman behind 
the wheel was drunk at the time of the 
accident, and are asking more than 
$430,000 in damages. 


Named as defendants in the suit arc 


the Village of Wheeling; Patrolman 
Thomas Javens; Jcffcry Miller, operator 
of the Jcffcry Lanes bar, 125 N. Wolf 
Rd., Wheeling, and Brent and Linda 
Bjornson, owners of the bowling alley. 


The suit charges that Javens "drank 


and consumed" liquor at the bowling al- 
ley, "rendering him intoxicated" before 
the accident at 12:12 a.m. Dec. 15, 1973, 
at Milwaukee Avenue near Manchester 
Road, Wheeling. 


VILLAGE MANAGER George Passolt 


and Javens denied the charges in a state- 


ment filed in Circuit Court. In addition, 
Miller denied selling liquor to Javens pri- 
or to the accident. 


The Javens accident is the fourth ir- 


regular incident involving members of 
the Wheeling Police Dcpt. to come to 
light in the past nine months. 


Injured in the accident were the driver 


of the second car, Scott Kendall, 1400 
Salvington Ct, Wheeling, who is seeking 
$80,000; and passengers Cameron Ben- 
edict, 160 Wildwood Ln., Wheeling, who 
Is asking $140,000; and William Gilchrist, 
1005 Cambridge Dr., Buffalo Grove, who 
is seeking $215,000. Thomas A. Kendall, 
who owned the vehicle but was not in- 
volved in the accident, is seeking $1,500. . 


Benedict and GUchlrst were admitted 


for treatment at Holy Family Hospital in 
DCS Plaincs after the collision. Javens

45 burglaries reported in the first seven 
months of last year. Similarly, this 
July's 63 thefts hiked the year's total to 
370, as compared with 262 thefts through 
July of last year. Six burglaries and 48 
thefts took place In July 1973. 


A rape, a robbery and four aggravated 


assaults occurred in July 1974. There 
also were six auto thefts, 87 disorderly 
conduct cases, one weapons violation and 
three cases of drunkenness. 


THE JULY 1973 figures show no rapes 


or aggravated assaults, one robbery, two 
auto thefts, 89 disorderly conduct cases, 
two weapon offenses and two cases of 
drunkenness. This year, there were de- 
creases in both sex offenses and assaults. 


A total of 305 crimes were reported 


this July, 62 more than the 243 last July. 


The number of accidents rose slightly 


to 79. There were no fatalities, although 
20 persons were injured. There was one 
fatality and 13 injuries In July 1973. The 
number of cars with property damage 
was unchanged at 60. 


Police also were kept busier with 1,153 


service calls, an Increase of 138, or 14 
per cent. 


According to police, of the 305 confirmed 


crimes, 118 were cleared by arrests or 
other means. Those cleared included 56 
disorderly conduct charges, six of which 
were by arrests. There were 32 arrests in 
all. 


and Scott Kendall were treated for minor 
injuries. 


THE SUIT contends that Javens im- 


properly attempted a left turn across 
Milwaukee Avenue, causing the accident. 
Passolt and Javens denied the charge in 
pretrial court statement. 


The village statement also said injuries 


of Kendall, Benedict and Gilchrist are 
exaggerated in the suit. 


Although village officials never an- 


nounced findings of on investigation of 
the wreck, at least four other patrolmen 
were at the accident scene, the state- 
ment said. 


The accident was witnessed by Ter- 


.ranee R. Smith, 973 Harwood Ln., Buf- 
falo Grove, according to the statement 
and no charges were filed. 


The lawsuit does not moke clear 


whether Javens was on duty at the toe 
of the accident, but identifies him! as 
"the agent and employe" of the village! 


Three other members of the Wheeling 


Police Dept., including Chief Peter Gut- 
tilla, have been Involved in irregular in- 
cidents. 


GUTTILLA. DRIVING a village police 


vehicle, was involved in an accident Aug. 
2 in Northbrook. Passolt took no action 
against the chief, saying "There are 
times that you can have an accident and 
it is your fault, but it is not really gross 
negligence." Guttilla was not charged by 
Northbrook police. 


Lt. Ronald G. Nelson was stopped 


twice while driving last December by 
Buffalo Grove police, who said he appar- 
ently "had been drinking." No charges 
were filed. 


Dot. Joseph Earl Seul was found guilty 


of disorderly conduct in a 1972 "bar 
ruckus" In Rockton, The Herald dislosed 
earlier this year. He also was involved in 
two automobile accidents, one in 1972 
and the other in 1973.

presidential chances, and that he will 
make a decision ".sometime next year." 


HE TOLD 12TH District Democrats, 


"You have a great candidate and a real- 
ly incredible incumbent." 


"Mr. "What's-His-Name," he said, 


avoiding mention of Crane's name, "was 
one of eight people in America who voted 
for child abuse." (Mondale later said 
only eight or 12 representatives voted 


against his child care legislation, which 
passed unanimously ir !hc Senate. That 
comprehensive bill f'^J child care and 
child abuse safeguj **•% is one of the 
things for which Mo.

He told Spence suppliers they have

Ford's pardon of Richard Nixon, and 
said it indicated a continuation "of the 
sleazy, palsy-walsy, cynical twisting of 
the law" by the White House. 


THE PARDON OF Nixon, he said, 


shook the belief that the country had 
seen an end to a government "which 
didn't believe in telling the truth or obey- 
ing the law; which held the Congress, the 
courts and the American people in con- 
tempt." 


Mondale later told reporters that while 


Democratic hopes had again been en- 
hanced by Ford's action, "I never 
thought a veto-proof Congress was a real 
expectation, or even a proper one. But 
we need a substantial majority to put 
Congress on an equal basis with the 
President." He said Dwight Eisenhower, 
with an overwhelmingly Democratic Con- 
gress, vetoed 44 bills, and only three of 
his vetoes were overridden.

DESPITE AN emotional, tearful appearance in U.S. Dis- 


trict Court last week by his wife, Elizabeth, the former 
Wheeling Democratic commltteeman still will serve at least 
three years in jail, Judge Hubert Will ruled. 


Will, who sentenced Stavros to four years in jail and fined 


him $25,000 in April, refused to reduce the sentence last 
Thursday. The judge did change Stavros1 parole eligibility 
date, although he predicted that release is three years away, 
he also extended the time for payment of the fine to six 
months after Stavros Is released from Sandstone. 


Court records, of the appearance by Mrs. Stavros and attor- 


ney Joel Murray before Will Indicate that: 


• Stavros still maintains that he was led into the extortion 


scheme which began in 1958 by Wheeling builders; 


• Stavros has less than $10,000 cash with which to pay the 


fine although his holdings total more than $3.4 million, ac- 
cording to a government estimate; 


• His wife visits him weekly at Sandstone. 
THE 30-MINUTE hearing before Will allowed a glimpse 


into Stavros' private life. 


"At the time, I didn't feel that Jim should have pleaded 


guilty — maybe I shouldn't be saying this," Mrs. Stavros told 
Will. "One day when they lock that door is all you need and 
you know your freedom is gone." 


"I'm not saying he doesn't deserve to be punished. He's in 


three months. I don't want him out tomorrow. I know he can't 
come out tomorrow. But, four years is a long time for me 
and my children to be without their father. I'm begging 
you ... please do anything. You can't see a one-year reduc- 
tion?" she said, sobbing.

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NEC names new 
head for Dwyer 
School programs

The assistant principal of Blackhawk 


Elementary School in Hoffman Estates 
has been named to head the Dwyer ele- 
mentary and junior high school pro- 
grams for emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren. 


The Northwest Education Cooperative 


governing board Saturday named Mi- 
chael Terry Smith to head the program, 
replacing psychologist John Whipple, 
who was transferred out of the program 
during the summer. 


Smith has taught emotionally disturbed 


children in the states of Michigan, Vir- 
ginia and at Waukegan. He Joined the 
Blackhawk School staff in 1973 and has 
been a sixth-grade teacher and assistant 
principal at that school. 


WHIPPLE WAS charged last summer 


with being unqualified to head the pro- 
gram for emotionally disturbed children 
by Cook County School Supt. Richard 
Martwick. Martwick also charged that 
child abuse was occurring at the school 
and that unqualified teachers were em- 
ployed there. 


In July, the NEC board transferred 


Whipple at his own request to the Center 
for Child and Family Studies, an out- 
patient center for children with emotion- 
al and learning problems. Since then, the 
board has been looking for his replace- 
ment. 


IN OTHER action Saturday, the gov- 


erning board hired two more teachers fur 
the Dwyer junior high school program, 
which has been functioning without a full 
staff, and directed the administration to 
find replacements for two uncertlflcated 
teachers who are working in the pro- 
gram as substitutes. 


The two new teachers will not be able 


to go to work in the program immediate- 
ly, NEC officials said, because they need 
to give notice to their present employers. 


In telling the NEC administration to 


find replacements for Michael Biskupski 
and Bryan Smith, the two uncertiflcated 
teachers, the board rejected a proposal 
that the two be made "teacher interns" 
until January when they hope to have 
full certification. 


Biskupski and Smith, both of whom 


taught in the school last year, hoped to 
get temporary certification so they could 
continue in the program but were turned 
down, said acting NEC director Roger 
Bardwcll. 


GOVERNING BOARD member Lloyd 


Demel, representing River Trails Dlst. 
26, said the board would have to replace 
the (wo because they could not get certi- 
fication, even if that would cause some 
problems. 


"We are grateful to these two men," 


Demel said, "but I don't think this board 
can continue to assume that these two 
people are essential. Out there some- 
where there must be a couple more 
teachers who are qualified for that job."

Buses running 
on time., but 
they're expensive 


School bus routes for children in North- 


west Education Cooperative special edu- 
cation programs now are running on 
time, but NEC faces a substantial in- 
crease in the cost of the busing this year. 


NEC Business Mgr. Jeff Inkley said 


Saturday that Davidsmeyer Bus Co., 
which serves all NEC programs, raised 
its rates for bus drivers to $4 an hour. 


The increase solved the company's 


problem of late buses caused by a bus 
driver shortage, Inkley said. The late bus 
had been reported earlier in the week. 


However, NEC now faces an increase 


in the cost of buses through renegotiation 
with the bus company. The NEC govern- 
ing board had authorized Inkley last 
month to negotiate a two year contract 
with the company to replace the last 
year of a three-year contract with the 
company. 


Inkley said 'the wage increase for bus 


drivers will add 9.5 per cent to the com- 
pany's operating costs, while Increased 
gas prices have added 4 per cent. 
Equipping all the buses with padding and 
other safety equipment will cost $350 per 
bus for the 46 buses used by NEC. 


Governing board members agreed that 


NEC should pay the cost of safety equip- 
ment on the buses directly, without put- 
ting that cost into an increase in the con- 
tract. Therefore, they said they would be 
willing to see a 13.5 per cent increase in 
the contract over last year. 


"That's not too unrealistic when you 


consider the fact that the original con- 
tract was negotiated two years ago," 
board member Edward Perry said. 


Inkley was instructed to go back to Da- 


vidsmeyer officials to complete contract 
negotiations. The second year of the two 
year contract, governing board members 
said, should be negotiated to contain a 
"fair increase" considering the rising 
cost of living. 


Bardwell said the administration will 


interview teachers for the job, but added 
that if Biskupski and Smith choose not to 
continue as substitute teachers until two 
more regular teachers are hired, "I don't 
know under what circumstances we'd be 
able to continue the program." 


The junior high program, which is 


housed at Hoffman Estates High School, 
has been operating with two regular 
teachers, Biskupski and Smith and 23 of 
the 38 students who have been assigned 
to the program. 


Rep. Moss: FPC helped 
bilk natural gas users 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. John E. 


Moss, D-Callf., says the Federal Power 
Commission has helped bilk natural gas 
users of millions of dollars, and he has 
asked Congress and the Justice Depart- 
ment to investigate. 


In a weekend statement, Moss said the 


official investigation of the FPC con- 
ducted at his request "makes a very 
strong case for concluding that cumula- 
tive financial exploitation of consumers 
by an industry was aided and abetted by 
the very federal agency charged with 
protecting the public against monopoly 
and profiteering." 


The Government Accounting Office, 


which audits government expenditures, 
gave Moss this weekend a 115-page re- 
port of its investigation of the FPC, a 
federal agency which sets natural gas 
rates. 


The GAO described the FPC's inter- 


pretation and use of its rate-setting au- 
thority as "a sham of the regulatory pro- 
cess." 


Contents of the report, which goes to 


all members of Congress today, were 
mode available to UPI. 


The watchdog agency charged the FPC 


with improper enforcement and over- 


extension of emergency rate hikes, re- 
sulting in higher gas prices that are not 
recoverable. It also said FPC officials 
violated conflict of interest standards 
that the commission did little to enforce. 


"This report ... is one of the most 


powerful indictments of a federal regu- 
latory agency within memory," Moss 
said. "In the levels of activity covered, 
there clearly appears to have been ob- 
vious failure by the FPC to act In the 
public interest." 


FPC extensions of emergency 60-day 


rate hikes "raised serious questions as to 
the propriety of FPC's actions," the GAO 
report said. 


It said faulty record-keeping and fail- 


ure to act on producers' rate applications 
resulted in 40 million customers paying 
higher prices for natural gas "than were 
just and reasonable," 
in one case 


amounting to double the normal rate. 


The FPC, In an appendix to the report, 


denied it acted improperly and said the 
emergency rate increases were justified. 


But the GAO responded: "To accept 


FPC's interpretation of its authority 
would, In GAO's view, make a sham of 
the regulatory process and render litiga- 
tion by dissenting parties futile.

vestigation of the space shuttle program's impact on the envi- 
ronment. Proxmire said he was concerned about emissions of 
hydrochloric odd, nitric oxides and chlorine. The space 
shuttle, now In the planning stage, is a reusable solid-fuel 
rocket vehicle the space agency expects to begin using in 
1080. 


Urge amnesty for resisters in prison 


Rep. Robert Kostcnmclcr, D-Wls., chairman of a House 


Judiciary subcommittee investigating the amnesty issue, said 
yesterday his group has recommended to President Ford the 
immediate release of all draft resistors now serving prison 
terms. Knstcnmcicr said the suggestion, which he estimated 
would involve about 120 men, was sent to Ford at the time the 
President asked Attorney General William Saxbe and Defense 
Secretary James Schlcslngcr to study the amnesty Issue. 


'Work-at-home' scheme broken up 


The Postal Service announced yesterday that its mail in- 


spectors have broken up a work-at-home scheme that netted 
about $70,000 from victims who paid $11 to $20 each for their 
work kits, but got nothing in return. The service said Owen 
Smyrc III, owner of the defunct Odyssey Enterprises, Inc. of 
Philadelphia, was indicted and recently pleaded guilty to five, 
counts of mail fruad. 


No U.S. strategy to halt oil price hikes 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., said in Washington yesterday 


the United States appeared to have no policy or strategy to 
halt and reverse the rise In world oil prices. "It is apparent 
the national and world economics arc now suffering strains 
approaching the severity of those that accompanied the onset 
of the great depression," he said. The comments came as he 
announced the Senate investigations subcommittee has asked 
top government officials to testify about U.S. policy and 
strategy on Wednesday. 


BART: buy tickets in advance

A truck 
dumped a load of earth on a group of people, partly burying a 
girl of about six. 


Australia attacks French A-blast 


France Sunday exploded its eighth nuclear device in three 


months of atmospheric tests In the South Pacific, the Austra- 
lian and New Zealand governments reported. Australia la- 
beled the blast at the French test site at Mururoa Atoll, 720 
miles southeast of Tahiti, as "in direct conflict with world 
opinion and in breach of International law." 


Police hunt Basque Separatist 


Thousands of police searched yesterday for a Basque sepa- 


ratist guerrilla accused In the worst terrorist act since the 
Spanish civil war ended 35 years ago. Eleven people were 
killed and more than 70 wounded in the bombing of a Madrid 
bar. Authorities have offered a $16,700 reward for information 
leading to the capture of Juan Manuel Galarraga Mcndlzabal, 
27, an alleged member of the separatist organization "Basque 
Homeland and Liberty." 


Store bombed in Paris, 27 hurt 


A well-dressed man hurled a package of explosives Sunday 


into a crowded drugstore in the bustling Left Bank Latin 
quarter of Paris, police said. French radio said one person 
was killed and at least 27 wounded. The bomb-thrower es- 
caped. The drugstore is owned by a French Jew. The attack 
occurred six weeks after bombs exploded at the offices of 
newspapers which have criticized Arabs and outside a build- 
Ing where Jewish workers collected funds for Israel.

Skyjackers blow up jet, 70 killed 


SAIGON (UPI) — Three men, one dis- 


guised as a South Vietnamese army 
paratroop officer, blew up an Air Viet- 
nam jetliner Sunday during an attempted 
hijack to Hanoi, killing all 70 persons 
aboard. 


The Boeing 727 disintegrated about 


1,000 feet In the air as it was coming 
down for an emergency landing at coast- 
al Phan Rang alrbase. An airline spokes- 
man said the pilot radioed that the hija- 
cker was pulling the pins on two gre- 
nades. A split second later the plane ex- 
ploded. 


The tri-jet plane crashed In flames, 


killing the 62 passengers and eight crew 
members who were on the scheduled 350- 
mile flight from Da Nang to Saigon. 


An Air Vietnam spokesman said four 


foreigners were killed in the crash, two 
believed to be Americans and two South 
Koreans.

Divers hunt 
victims of 
flash flood 


NELSON LANDING, Nev. (UPI) - Di- 


vers searching for bodies of at least 10 
persons missing in a devastating flash 
flood at this Lake Mohave resort were 
blocked by mud and debris Sunday. 


The divers called for a 100-foot "clam- 


shell" scoop crane to clean the lake sur- 
face. 


A Las Vegas police helicopter was pa- 


trolling the lake and the Colorado River 
looking for bodies of victims that may 
have been washed downstream. 


The National Park Service said 10 per- 


sons were known to be missing and one 
body was recovered. The Nevada High- 
way Patrol reported two confirmed dead 
and the Las Vegas Metropolitan Police 
estimated as many as 15 persons wore 
missing. 


The body of a woman recovered late 


Saturday after the flash flood struck was 
identified as that of Marian Carter, for- 
merly of Santa Ana, Calif., who was 
working as a waitress in a restaurant. 


Tons of mud filled the lake at the 


shoreline and debris extended up to 300 
yards offshore. Divers said they gave up 
hope of finding bodies until the lake was 
cleaned. 


Rangers said the area near the shore- 


line which used to be 40 feet deep was 
now only a few inches deep because of 
the 20 to 40 feet of silt and rock deposited 
by the flood, which was spawned by a 
cloudburst 10 miles away. 


The flash flood hit the Nelson Landing 


area in several waves Saturday. Wit- 
nesses said the wall of water was at least 
20 feet high as it rushed down El Dorado 
Canyon through Nelson Landing and into 
the lake. The fan-shaped canyon acted as 
a natural funnel for the flood water. 


Nelson Landing is a fishing and water 


sports town on the shore of the lake, 
which was formed behind Davis Dam on 
the Colorado River. 


Rabin reports 
Mideast peace 
road clearer 


TEL AVIV (UPI) - Prime Minister 


Yitzhak Rabin returned from the United 
States Sunday and said understanding 
has been reached on how to move toward 
peace between Israel and the Arabs. 


He said his five days of talks with 


President Ford and other top U.S. offi- 
cials achieved "concrete practical re- 
sults." 


Rabin said the next phase of Arab-Is- 


raeli talks will not be held at Geneva and 
that Secretary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger will not undertake shuttle diplomacy 
in his forthcoming trip to the Middle 
East because it will not achieve any- 
thing. 


"I don't believe that anyone of the par- 


ties think that shuttle diplomacy is going 
to be helpful under the present circum- 
stances," he told newsmen on arrival at 
B e n-G u r i o n International 
Airport. 


"Therefore, the methods will have to be 
worked out In the process of negotiations. 
There is no decision about procedures," 
Rabin said. 


"You have to assume that before the 


date for the Geneva conference will be 
decided on, negotiations will take place 
to see to what extent enough groundwork 
would be laid to convene the Geneva con- 
ference," he added. 


Rabin said he and U.S. officials de- 


cided about the supply of military weap- 
ons that will meet Israel's urgent needs 
and agreed on ways to get additional 
supplies for the long term. He said Israel 
and the United States reached agreement 
on political issues. 


Meanwhile, Israeli warplanes twice at- 


tacked Arab guerrilla bases in southern 
Lebanon Sunday, the first raids in the 
area for more than a month. The raids, 
conducted about five hours apart, were 
made by eight U.S.-made F4 Phantom 
jets.

"Bodyguards and security men." 


The three pushed the stewards out of 


the cockpit into the passenger com- 
partment and ordered pilot Lien to "keep 
flying." 


The pilot told the hijackers lie had to 


set down for fuel at Phan Rang, a high 
security airbase 165 miles northeast of 
Saigon. 


An aircraft control tower operator at 


Phan Rang who watched the plane circle 
the airfield, lower the landing gear and 
begin its approach, fiid the jet "was 
staggering like a drunk," apparently as 
the hijackers tried to take control of the 
cockpit. 


He said the pilot radioed that the uni- 


formed hijacker had yanked two hand 
grenades from his shoulder straps and 
was pulling the pins. "Then the aircraft 
veered off course, blew up and plunged 
about 1,300 feet off the runway in a patch 
of weeds," he said. "I saw the plane 
• break apart with only the nose cone re- 
maining intact."

Blacks urged: go to class 
Boston police gear up 


BOSTON (UPI) - The head of the 


Boston branch of the NAACP, reversing 
a previous position, Sunday urged black 
parents to send their children to newly 
integrated schools in racially-tense South 
Boston. 


Thomas I. Atkins, at a news confer- 


ence, said he was confident reinforced 
police could protect black children being 
bused into South Boston when classes re- 
sume Monday. 


At least 23 persons were arrested in a 


series of incidents last week, most of 
them near the South Boston High School, 
when whites stoned buses carrying black 
pupils. Several black youngsters, a po- 
liceman and a bus monitor received mi- 
nor injuries. 


A number of other incidents of v..iites 


stoning busloads of blacks occurred in 
other parts of the city and there was one 
case of blacks throwing rocks at a bus 
carrying whites. 


City officials met during the weekend 


to map a strategy to safeguard students 
riding buses. Mayor Kevin H. White and 
Polle Commissioner Robert diGrazia an- 
nounced that large numbers of policemen 
will be assigned to South Boston for as 
long as needed to keep order. 


Atkins, who last Thursday urged black 


parents not to send their children to 
school in South Boston, said Sunday: 
"On the basis of statements which have 
been recently made by police and city 
officials, and on the basis of what now 
appears to be planning more adequate to 
the task of enforcing the court-ordered 
desegregation, I am now calling upon 


parents in all parts of the city, black and 
white, to send their children to school on 
Monday morning. 


"This includes the parents who have 


been boycotting the schools, since it must 
now be apparent that many of the young- 
sters who were not in school were around 
the schools and might have been in- 
volved in the acts of violence which were 
committed," he added. 


Atkins said the NAACP is "convinced 


that in Boston as in other cities across 
the country facing desegregation, it can- 
not be stopped and it will work. We are 
also convinced that the people of this city 
will not tolerate continued acts of vio- 
lence against children. We must make it 
clear, however, that we are prepared to 
take additional steps should our con- 
fidence be proven misplaced."

DETROIT (UPI) — General Motors gets an "A" for the 


most exciting small car for '73, fur Ford deserves an "A- 
plus" for hitting the marketplace dead center with its luxury 
compacts. 


In both cases, Detroit proves once again that styling still 


•ells. Tho only problem this year may be that styling is too 
expensive for some pockctbooks. 


GM's Chevrolet Monza 2 Plus 2 Is the sharpest little car out 


of Detroit this year. With Its European flair, it's going to give 
the Mustang II a run for the real money In the small sporty- 
car market that Ford had all to itself In 1974. 


BUT. WITH ITS base price of $3,965 — a hefty tag on a car 


the size of the Chevrolet Vega — the Monza 2 Plus 2 may be 
out of the market for some inflation-pinched Americans. 


With popular options such as a larger 262-cublc inch engine, 


power brakes, power steering, automatic transmission, air 
conditioning, tinted windows and an AM radio, the car has a 
sticker price of $5,012. 


Its nearly identical cousins at Bulck and Oldsmobile — the 


Skynawk and Starfire — have price tags about $200 higher. 
But the cars give the two GM divisions the small models they 
need to keep some of the customers they've been losing dur- 
ing the sales slump. 


Ford's Granada and Mercury Monarch, twins under the 


•kin, face a problem similar to that of the Monza. Prices 
haven't been released yet by the No. 2 automaker, but the 
base sticker is expected to be about $4,000. Add the options or 
•elect a fonder model and you're above $5,000. 


THE DIFFERENCE is that Ford is aiming at a new mar- 


ket — Americans moving down from large, standard-size 
models who still wont a cor they don't have to squeeze into 
but also equipped with all the big-car options. 


The Granada-Monarch models seat five comfortably but are 


•bout one-half ton lighter and two feet shorter than most 
•tandard-slze automobiles. Ford Prcs. Lee A. lacocca likes to 
put them in a class of their own, saying, "they're either the 
smallest big cars we've ever built or the biggest small cars." 


Either way, the Granada-Monarch ore smock dab In the 


middle of what Is becoming the biggest segment of the new- 
car market. 


AMC price hike smallest 


DETROIT (UPI) — Small-car specialist American Motors 


Corp. released tentative model prices showing an average 
$300 Increase over current model prices, the smallest price 
hike in the industry. 


Chrysler Corp. announced at almost the same time that It 


will boost the average price of its 1975-model cars by $415, or 
8 5 per cent, including an additional $15 in higher destination 
charges. 


Earlier, General Motors Increased its 1975 model cars and 


trucks an average of $426, or 8.6 per cent more than current 
models and Ford Motor Co. set its tentative prices up $418, or 
8 per cent. 


In the first half of the year, when industry sales were drop- 


ping 24 per cent from 1973 to the lowest point in 11 years, the 
compact and intermediate cars grabbed nearly 42 per cent of 
the market. Granada-Monarch fits right in there and Ford 
has been working for nearly a year to let prospective custom- 
ers know about it. 


THE TWO CARS originally were intended as replacements 


for the popular — and mostly unchanged — Maverick and 
Comet compacts. But, when the market started turning down, 
Ford decided to keep Maverick-Comet and go with Granada- 
Monarch in a separate class. 


Fortune favored Ford when its new, and smaller, Mustang 


II hit the market just before the Arab oil embargo. It took 
GM a year to catch up in that segment with its Monza-Star- 
fire-Skyhawk and now No. 1 has to come up with a new line of 
small intermediates to compete with Granada-Monarch. 


Monza originally was intended as the showcase for GM's 


new rotary engine, a project that was delayed because of fuel 
economy and engineering problems with the engine. The only 
car now sold in the U.S. with the rotary is the Japanese-built 
Mazda. 


GM decided to go with the car with the standard Vega 


engine after Mustang II started grabbing off customers in a 
fuel-hungry car market. It also gave the car to Oldsmobile 
and Buick because they were getting hit hardest by the big 
car-sales drop. 


MONZA — THE NAME was used on the top-of-the-line Cor- 


valr series of the '60s — will be compared mostly with its 
similar-sized Vega and styling cousin Camaro. But the big- 
gest comparison will be with the Mustang II. 


The Monza Is the more European of the two cars with 


Mustang II having the boxier appearance. It's only 2V4 Inches 
longer than the subcompact Vega, four inches longer than 
Mustang II but 16 inches shorter than Camaro, from which it 
borrows much of its styling. 


Its big advantage over Mustang II Is that it's new. Even in 


a depressed car market, Americans have shown they're still 
intrigued by something that looks new. Mustang II proved 
that last year and Monza-Starflre-Sfcyhawk and Granada- 
Monarch probably will emphasize the point. 


WHILE THOSE "all-new" models grab the most attention 


in showrooms, there have been other changes. 


Chrysler Corp. offers two versions of the personal luxury 


car for '75 — the Chrysler Cordoba and Dodge Charger SE — 
in a market long dominated by autos of GM's Monte Carlo 
type. Ford has been trying to crack the same market with its 
Ford Elite and Mercury Cougar, but GM still has a lock on it. 


Chrysler borrows from Monte Carlo styling for its Cordoba- 


Charger SE but has captured some of the feel of the classic 
Chrysler road cars of the early '30s. But the models have a 
decidedly contemporary long hood, short rear deck and mas- 
sive bright grille that is typical of today's styling. 


THE INTERMEDIATE specialty segment Is one of the fast- 


est growing in the industry. It accounted for just 2.4 per cent 
of all sales in 1970, climbed to 7.6 per cent by 1973 and Is 
expected to reach almost 10 per cent before the end of 1974. 


Two midyear introductions are scheduled in early 1975 — a 


new subcompact sporty car from American Motors — the 
Pacer — and a new luxury small car from Cadillac, designed 
to compete in that above-$10,000 market dominated by Mer- 
cedes-Benz. 


NOT YET. This is tho GM experimental car, the Ban- 
shee, which will be tempting new-car buyers in the 
future. This car and the full range of 1975 models will 
be displayed in Schaumburg beginning Tuesday at the 
Polk Brothers Auto Show, Sept. 17-29.

State officials Friday said there Is a 


possibility four lanes of Dundee Road In 
Wheeling will be open to traffic in the 
near future. 


Edward Glllon, chief engineer on (he 


project, said that as soon as workers fin- 
ish Installing curbs and the median strip, 
four lanes could be opened. 


"At this time, I can't say definitely," 


ho said. "But there Is a possibility when 
all the piece work Is finished we will put 
In a crossover so that four lanes can be 
opened on the east end (Wheeling) of the 
project," he said. 


Tho $3 million project consists of wid- 


ening Dundee Road to four lanes between 
Elmhurst Road and 111. Rt. S3, through 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights. 


CONSTRUCTION BEGAN at Elmhurst 


Road and thus for four lanes have been 
Installed to about 1,000 feet west of Buf- 
falo Grove Road. Glllon said It will be 
some time before four lanes can be 
opened west of that point. 


Ho said, however, construction Is on 


schedule and again predicted the entire 
project will be finished by Thanskgivlng. 


Progress on the road, Glllon said will de- 
pend on the weather. 


After paving is completed, Glllon said 


workers will hook up the realignments of 
Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 
roads. 


Both roads have been realigned where 


they Intersect Dundee Road. The realign- 
ments are expected to alleviate traffic 
congestion and make for safer travel on 
the road. 


Glllon said it would be Impractical to 


open the realignments before four lanes 
arc paved. 


SINCE SEPTEMBER 1073, motorists 


have been inconvenienced by construc- 
tion on Dundee Road. Before road con- 
struction started in the summer of 1973, 
workers were Installing sewer pipes 
along the right-of-way. 


Late last year, residents, village offi- 


cials and merchants along Dundee Road 
protested to Gov. Daniel Walker and sev- 
eral state legislators about what they 
called a "lack of progress" on the road. 


Following the protests, the state desig- 


nated Dundee Road as the number one 
road construction priority in the northern 
part of Illinois. 


Compromise plan approved 
Work on Dundee Rd. median strip to begin this weefe 


State and federal authorities Friday 


spproved the compromise Dundee Road 
median strip plan which calls for both 
landscaped 
and mountable 
medians. 


Work crews will begin pouring concrete 
this week. 


Ronald Kennedy, a project engineer 


for the Illinois Dept. of Transportation, 
said state officials approved the plan Fri- 
day. Federal Highway Administration of- 
ficials also gave their consent to the 
agreement reached Thursday by village 
leaders and Buffalo Grove businessmen. 


Some $1.5 million in Federal funds 


have been committed to the Dundee re- 
novation project. 


KENNEDY SAID the agreement, call- 


ing for alternating sections of landscaped 
and mountable dividers along the two- 
mile road section, may even save the 
state some money because the land- 
scaped sections will not need laving. He 
was unable to cite a dollar amount, how- 
ever, pending a detailed cost estimate. 


Village officials and Buffalo Grove 


business leaders bad been fueding for 
several months over the type of medians 
to install. 


The conflict revolved around local 


merchants' fear that planted medians 
would hurt their business because access 
to their stores would be limited, while 
village leaders wanted medians that 
would beautify the roadway. 


Both sides have indicated they are 


agreeable to the compromise plan. Ap- 
proximately 1.4 miles of Dundee Road in 
residential sections of the village will be 
planted median while the remaining area 
will be mountable providing access to 
businesses and shopping centers. 


THE STATE PROBABLY would have 


gone ahead with its plans to install a 
mountable median along the entire road 
stretch had a decision not been reached, 
State Rep. Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, said. 


Once the medians are completed, prob- 


ably by late November, the village will 
be responsible for providing the land- 
scaping. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong, who 


helped engineer the agreement, said 
grass will be planted next spring and 
trees may be planted later depending on 
the availability of funds.

received in illegal payments?" Will asked. 


"Two hundred thousand dollars is a gross exaggeration as 


to what Jim got," she said. "I spent $200,000 on vacations — 
you know." 


Will described the $200,000 shakedown figure as a "con- 


servative and accurate figure . . . more like the tip of the 
Iceberg than the base ... a modest recovery of Mr. Stavros 
of what he illegally obtained." 


"Jim got Involved in this by smart guys," Mrs. Stavros 


said. "They didn't break his arm. He didn't break their arms 
either." 


"I have no doubt It took two," Will said, describing ex- 


tortion as a "tango." "But, he was a willing party ... he 
was the person inviting people to dance . .. before it got 
done ho was saying to people — 'If you want this done, see 
me.' " 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Steven Kadison stood quietly 


through most of the argument. "I'm sorry this case didn't go 
to trial," he told Will, "so the court, the public, could have 
heard some of these people who had the muscle put on them 
by Mr. Stavros." 


"Use of the term muscle is Inappropriate," Murray said. 
"The probability in each instance is that they were (mus- 


cled), because people ordinarily do not part with money vol- 
untarily," Will said. 


"We're talking about a political process which is closed 


unless you pay for performance. If you pay ... you might 
get things you're not entitled too," Will said. 


If the sentence is reduced the "feeling that political crimi- 


nals can get away with things other criminals cannog" would 
increase. Will said that federal standards call for a 5 to 
7-ycar sentence in similar extortion cases and that the sen- 
tence is "light." 


"If he served a full four years based on what he took 


illegally, he would have a very high annual income," Will 
said. "Ho would be better paid per annum than I am." 


WHEN MURRAY referred to former President Richard 


Nixon's pardon. Will sold that "justice in the United States 
isn't as equal as I would like to sec It." 


"The presidential pardon Is one of the most unequal aspects 


of Justice I've seen. I don't know anyone who thinks the par- 
don was equal Justice. I don't think you can ask all federal 
judges to put everybody on probation. 


"I'm such a compulsive believer in democracy that when 


anybody starts tampering with it, I get mad. That's one of the 
things that offends me about the presidential pardon," Will 
said. 


MURRAY REPORTED to the judge that attempts to sell 


some of Stavros' extensive real estate holdings have been 
unsuccessful. "I'm not pleading poverty," said Murray 
"There is a definite lack of liquid assets . . . cash in hand is 
less than $10,000." 


To that, Will responded that he personally had only $2,000 


cash. Stavros "wouldn't have that $1 million farm if he had 
operated legitimately," said the judge. "The fine is a small 
chunk out of his gain." 


Murray also listed penalties given to other defendants in 


the Wheeling scandal, including probation for former trustees 
William Hart and Mlcbacl Valenza and one year In prison for 
former Building Director William Blebcr. 


"I'll grant the court that maybe Mr. Stavros is twice as 


criminally culpable as Mr, Blcber who received one year," 
•aid Murray. Maybe he was 2tt times as culpable, I don't 
think he's four times as culpable." 


Schools say it doesn't work 
Surveillance system to be checked 


An electronic consultant may be hired 


by Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 to 
check into a surveillance system in- 
stalled in schools last year by Temptron 
Inc. 


The school board cancelled an $85,000 


contract with Temptron in July, saying it 
appeared the company could not get the 
system to function properly. 


The system, designed to prevent fire 


and vandalism in schools, was supposed 
to have been installed last September. 
School officials say that although the 
components are installed and are ca- 
pable of functioning separately, the unit 
often fails when it works as a whole. 


Recognizing that the district might be 


Involved in a lawsuit with Temptron, 
over the cancelled contract, the board re- 
quested that the administration look into 
hiring a consultant to give a professional 
opinion about the system. 


ONE OF THE MAINTENANCE men in 


the district said that some of the wiring 
in the system does not meet standards 
set by the district or agreed to in the 
contract. 


Representatives from Temptron, the 


district and the bonding company, insur- 
ance Co. of North America, discussed the 
controversy over the system last week. 


INA said it would not step in and take

A proposed 1075 budget of nearly $400 


million, which would mean a 5.4 per cent 
Increase In the taxes local residents pay 
to the Metropolitan Sanitary District, 
was unveiled In Chicago Friday. 


MSD officials also revealed plans to 


begin two major construction projects In 
the Northwest suburbs during 1975: 


• The O'Haro Water Reclamation 


Plant In DCS Plaincs. 


• The system of underground tunnels 


that will collect the combined sewage 
from Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights 
and DCS Plaincs and hold the sewage 
during rainstorms until It can be pumped 
to the new O'Harc plant for treatment. 


Construction of the 75-milllon-gallon- 


pcr-day O'Haro plant is slated despite a 
pending Illinois Supreme Court case filed 
by DCS Plaincs In an attempt to force the 
MSD not to build the plant at Dempster 
and Oakton streets In that city. 


MSD GENEIttL SUPT. Bart Lynam 


said the Sanitary District was optimistic 
that It would win the lawsuit, with a deci- 
sion expected lato this month. If DCS 


Plaincs is successful, the MSD has no 
alternate location planned for construc- 
tion of the plant, he said. 


Other local projects included in the 


proposed $399.6 million budget call for 
construction to begin on facilities to dry 
the solids left from the sewage treatment 
process at the Salt Creek Water Rec- 
lamation Plant in Schaumburg and for a 
temporary, pipeline to convey the solids 
from the plant to the North' Side plant in 
Skoklc while the dcwatcring project is 
being completed. 


Lynam said the Salt Creek Plant will 


begin treating sewage In April, although 
plant construction may not be completed 
by that time. 


FUNDING ALSO IS included In the 


proposed budget for purchase of land for 
a number of future projects slated in.the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Funds are included to cover MSD pur- 


chase of land for the Buffalo Creek Re- 
tention Reservoir In Lake County If fed- 
eral funds are unavailable to buy land 
for that massive retention basin. 


The budget includes money to buy land

Creek Watershed Work Plan, although 
actual construction of the basins are 
among the lost items on the current list 
of projects assigned priorities in the 
MSD programs through 1981. 


Land purchases are also scheduled for 


a reservoir near the O'Hare plant and 
for the Willow Higgins Creek Retention 
reservoir. 


BUT THE BUDGET indicates there 


won't bo actual money to begin building 
any of those local projects or the com- 
bined sewage reservoir planned at Cen- 
tral and Busse roads in Mount Prospect 
until at least 1976. 


At the session Friday at least one MSD 


trustee, Valentine Janickl, who heads the 
finance committee, pledged to try to cut 
the proposed budget to avoid any tax 
hike. 


Jnnlckl sold the district may battle the 


federal government over a requirement 
that all effluent from sewage treatment 
plants be chlorinated. Janickl said it 
seems "a complete waste of money" to 
chlorinate effluent before adding it to the 
already polluted streams and rivers in 


the metropolitan area. He said that until 
the tunnel system to collect combined 
sewage is completed, there is little point 
in chlorinating the effluent, which al- 
ready is purer than the water in the re- 
ceiving streams. 


The money saved by eliminating the 


chlorination would enable the district to 
cut Its budget by $1 million, he said. 


JANICKI SAID HE and other MSD 


trustees would begin a detailed review of 
the budget Monday at open sessions be- 
ginning at 2 p.m. and continuing for 28 
separate sessions through Nov. 4. 


Janickl and other MSD officials noted 


that while the proposed budget would re- 
sult In a tax rate of 37 cents for every 
$100 of assessed valuation, once, grant 
funding for various construction projects 
is approved the rate could be Increased. 


Lynam said that although new laws 


have kept the MSD from receiving grant 
funding for many projects during 1974, 
he believes that by January "the funding 
picture will enable the district to carry 
on with its capital improvements pro- 
gram ill order to meet state water 
quality standards." 


If the MSD issues bonds to provide its 


part of the funding for the various proj- 
ects once the grants are approved, a 
hike in the levy for the district might 
result. 


BUT LOCAL RESIDENTS don't have 


to fear that they will end up financing 
the O'Hare plant or the tunnel and re- 
servoir plan out of their real estate tax 
bills. 


"The district does not intend to go it 


alone, and if these grants arc not forth- 
coming, the major part of the construc- 
tion program will be prolonged in- 
definitely," Lynam said, adding that ask- 
ing local taxpayers to finance $301.2 mil- 
lion in capital improvements "is not an 
equitable solution." 


In addition to funding for the local 


projects, the proposed construction pro- 
gram in the budget includes funds for 
expansion of the district's land reclama- 
tion program in Fulton County, local 
flood-control reservoirs in some other 
areas of the county, other portions of 
the tunnel and reservoir plan, and ex- 
pansion of a sewage treatment plant in 
Elgin.

The 
police believe a young man, Larry Kirk- 
off, is the killer, but finds it impossible to 
prove, so they "close" the case. 


Rockford, for a $20,000 fee, then goes 


through a series of battles with thugs 
and killers in his efforts to prove Kirkoff 
is Innocent or perhaps guilty. 


The road to the final solution takes, at 


times, the familiar course of detective 
work, but Garner is so engaging and du- 
rable that the show is just plain fun to 
watch. 


E Q U A L L Y professional are Noah 


Beery, who plays papa Rockford; Joe 
Santos as Detective Becker, and Julie 
Sommars, as Tawnia, a girl of the night. 
She is much better than her recent role 
as a kook in ABC's "Harry 0." 


It's nice to see Garner in a show that 


could make him a TV star again. Look to 
writer-producer Stephen J. Cannell for 
this. He provides a solid script that does 
not dote on the old props of Southern 
California investigators: 
slouch hats, 


beat-up clothes and staccato lines to ut- 
ter. 


Jim Rockford is not a 1974 version of 


Sam Spade or Phillip Marlowe. Humph- 
rey covered them in "The Maltese Fal- 
con" and "The Big Sleep" even though 
people have been trying to re-create 
them ever since: ABC's "Harry 0" is 
one example.

The 60-minute 
show opens with a police ambush scene 
that is reminiscent of the film, "The New 
Centurions," and the rest of the show be- 
gins to look like the bank robber scenes 
in the film, "The Friends of Eddie 
Coylc." 


Policework is dangerous. Everytime a

sold their comfortable suburban home, 
stored their household belongings, and 
left secure jobs for the ambitious odys- 
scy. 


"Our Immediate objective Is to learn 


more about the world and relate it to 
today," ho said. "There's a whole bunch 
of problems in the world today and it will 
take a lot to solve things like the energy 
and food problems. Wo want to see some 
of It firsthand." 


THE COUPLE HAVE christened their 


trip "The Chap Expedition," which 
stands for culture, history, arts and ar- 
chaeology, people and photography. 


O'Dcll said the expedition began in- 


nocently. 


"I was just sort of joking around and 


asked my wife how she would like to go 
'round the world. She said, 'Sure,' and 
hero wo go," he said. "We promised 
each other wo would go this year." 


For their travels the O'Dclls will pack 


a specially equipped four-wheel drive 
utility truck with extra gasoline tanks, 
gauges and batteries, and locking cargo 
cabinets for maps, atlases and personal 
belongings. 


"The truck may turn out to be a pretty 


small house after two years," she said. 
"Sometimes wo wished we didn't have 
the truck so wo could travel lighter. But 
wo think it will work out." 


THE COUPLE PLAN to spend six 


months in Asia, three months In tho 


Middle East, five months in Europe, sev- 
en months in Africa, four months in 
South America and three months in Cen- 
tral America.

To develop their itinerary, the O'Dells

My husband Is a diabetic. He takes Insulin two times a day 


and Hydergine tablets to keep his blood vessels open. They 
were closing due to diabetes. My question is, will smoking 
two packs of cigarets a day cause him to be tired all the 
time? He is only 43 years old. Will it close his blood vessels? 
And, will a shot of whiskey help his circulation? 


No diabetic should smoke. No one else should either for that 


matter. A diabetic has an increased likelihood of fattycho- 
lesterol deposits in the arteries and changes in the arteries 
leading to heart attacks, strokes and poor circulation to the 
legs, This often contributes to gangrene. Tobacco multiplies 
the likelihood of these problems In both normal people and 
diabetics. It is plain common sense that if you have an in- 
creased risk to start with that you shouldn't multiply it. 


Cigaret smoke causes the small platelets in the blood, re- 


sponsible for the formation of a blood clot, to clump. This 
may be a factor in the increased incidence of heart attacks 
and vascular disease in cigaret smokers. 


Whiskey does not keep the circulation open. It does nothing 


beneficial for the circulation. It's only possible benefit is as a 
tranqullizer. For people who need a tranquilizer, you can get 
some benefit that way, but usually being dependent on alcohol 
for that is a mistake also. In the diabetic it can contribute to 
liver damage. Fatty liver is often a complication of diabetes 
so it should be used sparingly, if at all, by a diabetic. Diabe- 
tes can cause fatigue, but so can many other factors.

At 
that time we decide whether she should 
be admitted to the hospital. I strongly 
feel that the hospital is the safest place 
to give birth.

Congress should aid inflation fight 


The only thing that's certain 


about the American economy is 
that it's in a mess. In that context, 
the one thing we do not need is for 
the issue to be hauled back through 
the babble of politics. 


In the days after President Nix- 


on's resignation, there were some 
hopeful signs as members from 
both sides of the aisle in both 
houses of Congress rallied around 
Gerald Ford in a team pledge to 
beat down the country's problems, 
the 
economy foremost 
among 


them. 


President Ford had his month of 


grace and then — even before the 
howl over the Nixon pardon — 


Th» Herald In puhliih 
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there were the first signs of politics 
as usual. 


On the first day of Ford's month- 


long series of conferences leading 
up to the Sept. 27-28 economic sum- 
mit, Senate Democrats in a grand 
and cute gesture pledged to stay in 
session until the end of the year if 
necessary to deal with Ford eco- 
nomic proposals. 


At first blush, that sounded like a 


decent thing to do, but on closer 
inspection, it has all the earmarks 
of a political set-up. 


Everyone is acutely aware that a 


critical election is coming up in 
November, one in which the Demo- 
crats were prepared to feast — un- 
til Republican fortunes began to 
surge back with the Nixon resigna- 
tion. 


That may change again with the 


Nixon pardon, but basically the 
shift was back to the economy as 
the No. 1 issue, which is proper 
considering its profound effect on 
the nation. 


But what the Senate Democrats 


were really saying was that the 
economy is Gerald Ford's prob- 
lem; that they would sit back to 
receive his solutions; that they 
wanted to see those solutions fast; 
and that they will be there — until 
the end of the year, if necessary —

to pick over them. 


Make no mistake. Inherited or 


not, the economy — with the rav- 
ages of inflation, recession and 
unemployment all coming together 
—is Gerald Ford's problem. In the 
end, he will get credit for master- 
ing it or be hung by it. 


But it is a problem that has been 


a long time in building, a product 
of years of ingenious indecision, 
government floundering, greed in 


business and labor and hopeless 
confusion among legions of econo- 
mists. 


It is a problem of many complex 


aspects: too much government 
spending; too many government 
programs that create shortages 
and high subsidies; robber baron 
interest rates; business and in- 
dustry feeding on the inflation 
mentality; labor demanding more 
to keep pace with the spiral. 


Those things are not easily swept 


away. 


If Ford has done anything righ't 


in his approach, it is first to de- 
clare that the economy is a mess — 
a refreshing admission from the 
White House — and that it must be 
put back together slowly, steadily 
and surely. 


What he needs — what we all 


need — is help, not pressure. 
What's needed from Congress is 
some leadership of its own, some 
suggestions of its own, and not a 
continuation of the abdication of 
responsibility that says let Ford do 
it. 


From all the gloom that came 


out of the first economic confer- 
ence, one conclusion sticks: Ford's 
observation that, "Americans are 
sick and tired of having politics 
played with their pocketbooks." 


Tom Wellman's column 
Was Nixon's health key to pardon?

On the one hand, It Is the worst kind of' 


decision, for It will damage profoundly 
the quality of justice In this country for 
many, many years. 


The pardoning of Richard M. Nixon is 


going to encourage widcsorond naatlty 
among policemen and judges. Police will 
wonder why they should tiRRrosslvcly 
pursue an investigation, for, after all. the 
"big one" avoided prosecution. Judges, 
too, will tend to be more lenient with 
criminals, for the Nixon clemency will In- 
ringing In their oars. 


It'll be difficult for any of us to nvold 


this lazy logic, for that's the direction 
we've been pushed by the Ford an- 
nouncement a week ago. Clemency for 
Nixon, as wo all know by now, pushes us 
Into this kind of cynical thinking, and 
that cynicism Is going to discourage 
criminal justice in America. 


Rut on (ho other hand, tho Nixon par- 


donlng cannot be dismissed with a cynic- 
al sneer, for there are elements in this 
case that are far outside the rational dis- 


cussion of "legal rights," "fair trial," 
and so forth. 


Throughout the presidential term of 


RICHARD M. NIXON 


Richard Nixon, there have been a hand- 
ful of observers who have called Nixon 
"mentally ill." This analysis stems from 


"psychohistory," which attempts to psy- 
choanalyze public figures and draw 
meaning from their behavior. Public fig- 
ures such as Nixon have learned that 
such scrutiny, while perhaps unwanted, 
is inevitable. 


Now, however, observations of Nixon's 


behavior aren't limited to psychology 
journals. Many publications, including a 
number of major newspapers, Time, 
Newsweek and The New Republic, have 
reported that Nixon suffers from serious 
periods of depression — as well as from 
the physical effects of phlebitis, the cir- 
culation problem which first bothered 
him several months ago. 


These reports quote "family mem- 


bers" and "persons close to Nixon" who 
feel that the periods of depression are 
alarming. Nixon is reported to spend 
long hours roaming the San Clemente 
beach; Time Magazine, in its current is- 
sue states, "... Nixon was sending odd 
letters to leaders of foreign nations." 


If these reports are accurate, Nixon 


faces continued severe psychological 
problems .which will only be resolved 
when the man can come to terms with 


himself. For someone caught in the 
blackness of depression, that resolution 
is difficult. 


The reports of Nixon's psychological 


problems make sense in light of Ford's 
abrupt handling of the pardoning. The 
hopscotching over a study report and Je- 
rald terHorst almost seems to signal the 
fact that Ford knew more about the sev- 
erity of Nixon's problem than we can 
imagine. 


If Nixon's mental condition is truly pi- 


tiable — and the possibility of suicide is 
more than the idle speculation of a hand- 
ful of observers — then Ford made the 
right human decision. 


But the pardon, based on judicial and 


constitutional standards, is wrongheadcd, 
and it's going to take years to remove its 
stain from our system of justice. 


We deserve more information from 


Ford about the pardon. If he made the 
decision primarily on Nixon's health, 
then Ford should explain completely his 
decision to us, as unpleasant as that 
might be for Richard Nixon. That 
wouldn't change the decision, but per- 
haps it would make Gerald Ford's com- 
passion a bit more understandable. 


such as Denmark and Norway have low- 
er infant mortality is not because of 
home deliveries, rather it is due to socio- 
economic considerations with no large 
group of indigent population raising the 
infant mortality rate. 


Upon admission to the hospital, the 


patient has a blood count done, and a 
tube of blood is held in the lab in the 
event blood transfusions are necessary.

While the patient is in labor, we do not 


give unnecessary medication. If a patient 
desires LaMaze (natural childbirth), 
then we encourage her. In fact, I 
recently had a patient who had, at her 
request, no medication for pain at all, 
delivered from a squatting position and 
walked out of the delivery room. As 
great as this was for the particular 
patient and her husband, this is obvious- 
ly not desirable for all. For those 
patients who desire more effective pain 
relief, regional blocks such as epidurals 
or pudendal and paraccrvicals are of- 
fered. 


We do keep patients fasting while in la- 


bor. This is do».e not only for those 
patients requiring epidurals, but for most 
of our patients because: (1) it helps pre- 
vent nausea and vomiting and aspiration 
(inhalation of vomitus); (2) It provides a 
portal for fluids, medications, or even 
blood if an emergency should arise. 


Finally, in the delivery room husbands 


are welcome if childbirth is proceeding 
reasonably well, and if the husbands 
have attended classes at the hospital. 
Forceps are done, but certainly only 
when indicated and do not approach 75 
per cent. Episiotomles are only done to 
prevent extensive stretching or tearing.

or save themselves. Today in the United 
States, five out of every six puppies and 
kittens are penalized by people for being 
born by drowning, destruction at a 
pound, abandonment, stavation, disease, 
highway slaughter or are sent to labora- 
tories for vivisection. 


People are careless and arc ignorant 


of the extent of the pet problem they 
have caused. Decreasing the amount of 
food owners give their pets or continuing 
to neglect the problem is not the answer. 


The only solution is accepting responsi- 


bility for this tragedy by reducing ani- 
mal birth rates. Humane organizations 
have begun extensive public education 
programs. People must learn proper pet 
care — starting with children. The gov- 
ernment should encourage ownership of 
sterile pets by higher license fees for ani- 
mals that haven't been neutered.

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Northwest suburbs could lose millions 
Housing projects lied to federal funds

The Northwest suburbs could lose mil- 


lions In federal funds if local officials fall 
to adopt detailed plans for providing low- 
Income housing In their communities. 
The plans must Include possible sites and 
number of units. 


Under the new Housing and Commu- 


nity Development Act of 1974, a munici- 
pality must have such a "housing assis- 
tance plan" before It can be eligible for 
federal community development grants. 
Such grants, not previously tied to a 
housing plan, helps pay for streets, street 
lights, water and sewer facilities, play- 
grounds, parks and fire protection. 


The local Regional Housing Coalition's 


plan, designed a year ago to bring low 
and moderate-income housing to the sub- 
urbs on a voluntary basis, docs not quali- 
fy as a housing assistance plan. Each 
suburb must adopt Its own specific plan 
based on Its own specific needs. The 
coalition's plan lists housing needs only 
by region and docs not Include possible 
sites. 


ACCORDING TO FIGURES released 


by the U. S. Dcpt. of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD), DCS Plalncs would 
bo eligible for $2.5 million over the next 
six years under the revised grant pro- 
gram. Arlington Heights would be eli- 
gible for $2.2 million. Both towns cur- 
rently do not have housing assistance 
plans. 


Because both towns have more than 


SO.OOO residents, they qualify for "block" 
grants, which comes in a lump sum and 
Is not tied to any particular project. 
Communities under 50,000, which also 
must have housing plans to qualify, must 
apply for a grant for each project. Some 
$00 million in grants is expected to be 
given to the Chicago metropolitan area 
over the next six years, according to 
HUD figures. 


HARRY GOTTUEil. executive direc- 


tor of the housing coalition, said Friday 
he will urge the suburbs to begin work on 
housing assistance plans. 


"The housing assistance plans are the 


next step," Gottlieb said. "I don't sec

how U hurts the suburbs. One of the 
things we have to find out Is how rigor- 
ously HUD will inspect the housing 
plans. In my opinion, the plans would re- 
quire a wide range of low and moderate- 
Income housing, not just for the elderly." 


Gottlieb said a housing plan, according 


to the new law, must cover three major 
areas: the general locations for the pro- 
posed housing, a goal for the number of 
units to be provided each year and a de- 
tailed survey on the needs for low and 
moderate-Income housing In the commu- 
nity. The housing can be supplied by ei- 
ther existing, rehabilitated or new con- 
struction. 


Gottlieb said more complete guidelines 


on the housing plans are expected from 
HUD by October 1. 


UNDER THE NEW ACT, HUD will 


subsidize low and moderate-Income bous- 
ing on a leasing basis, similar to the 
leasing program now in effect. The re- 
vised leasing program, is to take effect 
no later than Jan. 1,1975. 


The basics of the two programs are the 


same, 'Gottlieb said. Most of the subsi- 
dized bousing will be rented units in 
which the low or moderate-Income fami- 
ly pays 15 to 25 per cent of its income as 
rent to the landlord and HUD, usually 
through a state housing agency or hous- 
ing authority, agrees to pay the rest of 
the sum. The leasing program can be 
used in both new and existing construc- 
tion. 


The basic difference between the two 


programs, Gottlieb sold, Is that munici- 
palities must no longer pass a resolution 
allowing the leasing program. Previous 
plans required that resolution. 


Instead, HUD must notify local offi- 


cials when it receives an application 
from a housing authority or developer 
for subsidized housing in a municipality. 
The local government has 30 days to ob- 
ject to the application, if it is not con- 
sistent with its housing assistance plan. 
HUD then cannot approve the application 
unless HUD determines it Is consistent 


with the housing plan. 


IF A COMMUNITY has no housing as- 


sistance plan, HUD can approve the ap- 
plication if It determines there Is a need 
for the housing In the community. In that 
case, a municipality has 30 days to pro- 
vide information HUD will consider be- 
fore approving or disapproving the appli- 
cation. 


Gottlieb said local officials will have 


the same amount of control over low and 
moderate-Income housing under this plan 
as they did under previous plans. 


"There are three primary reasons a 


community should prepare a housing as- 
sistance plan," he said. "To meet the 
housing needs of low and moderate in- 
come local residents and workers, to be 
eligible for community development 
grants from the federal government and 
to assure that any application for subsi- 
ded housing received by HUD Is pro- 
cessed with reference to the commu- 
nity's evaluation of its own housing 
needs."

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Harper College wrapup 
Key endorsement 
for 2nd-site plan 


A former member of the High School Dlst. 211 Board of 


Education and the Illinois Community College Board has en- 
dorsed Harper College's move to buy a second site in Arling- 
ton Heights and has suggested the school officials plan for a 
third site In the western part of the college district.

In addition to the 
second site in the eastern part of the district, Brown said, 
"I would also urge your board to proceed to investigate an 
additional site west of your present location." 


Brown, a senior vice president for Arthur Rubloff and Co. 


real estate brokers, served on the Dlst. 211 board during the 
1060s and was appointed to the ICCB by then-Gov. Otto Kcr- 
ncr In 1067. He left the ICCB last year. 


In the letter, Brown said he thinks a third site would be a 


good Idea because "there is no question in my mind that 
when building conditions Improve, especially so far as financ- 
ing is concerned, the entire area west of the present Harper 
slto to the easterly boundary of the Elgin district will be 
developed In a few years." Elgin Community College is west 
of Harper. 


Lahti said the letter will be sent to the ICCB, which will 


consider the college's request to buy a second site at Schoen- 
bcck and Palatine roads in Arlington Heights at a meeting 
Thursday. He called the endorsement from Brown "Icing on 
the cake" as far as adding evidence on the need for the 
second site. 


Lahti and other Harper officials have said they need the 


slto In Arlington Heights because enrollment projections in- 
dicate that by the 1980s Harper's present campus In Palatine 
will not be able to accommodate all students. They have 
argued that buying the site now will allow the college the 
option of expanding if enrollment projections are correct. 


The question of a possible third site, Lahti said, "Is so far 


In the future I don't like to talk about it." However, he said 
that Brown, as a real estate developer, seems to believe that 
the Harrington and Barrlngton Hills areas west of the college 
campus will be extensively developed in the future. 


"Our projections for Barrlngton Hills indicate no growth at 


all in that area," Lahti said. Barrlngton Hills now has zoning 
that requires all lots to bo at least five acres. If that 
zoning is changed, Lahti said, the college's enrollment projec- 
tions will change. 


Thrc&year pact for custodians 


The Harper board Thursday ratified a contract between the 


college and the union representing the college's custodians 
and maintenance men that provides for a 9.2 per cent wage 
increase this year. 


The three-year contract also provides for a 6 per cent wage 


increase JUIM 30, 1975. The salary portion of the contract 
will be renegotiated in 1976. 


The contract earlier had been ratified by members of the 


Service Employes Union at the college. Negotiations had been 
underway between the union and the college since spring. 


College to do otvn contracting 


Harper officials will act as their own general contractor 


for construction of a building to house the college's new park- 
management program. 


The Harper board Thursday authorized the action, which 


means that the college will obtain bids from contractors for 
each separate part of the construction job, after bids on the 
whole job came In for the second time over the budget. 


College Vice Prcs. William Mann said he will try to con- 


tract separately with concrete, mechanical, electrical and 
carpentry contracts and that college officials will supervise 
tho work In an attempt to bring the project in under budget. 


The budget for the building, which includes foundations for 


future greenhouses, is $132,000. The first time the project was 
bid, the low bid was $192,000. On the second bid, the low bid 
was $227,435. 


Architects for the college said the high bids are the result 


of uncertain economic conditions and the fact that contractors 
do not know how much construction supplies will cost them.

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Lions do it again! 
Stop Hersey, 25-18

Show mo a football conch who says he 


doesn't mind losing and I'll glvo you a 
man who probably bites his finger nails. 
But defeating yourself In the process, 
that's really rough. 


"You can get beat by superior person- 


nel, but you should never get out-condi- 
tioned," Insists head coach Jim Lyno of 
St. Viator. "The kids hate conditioners 
but we know it helps." 


And that more than other factors lay 


the roadwork for the Lions' stunning 25- 
18 victory over Horsey on Friday eve- 
ning. 


It was the most points these two clubs 


have scored In their annual battle since 
Joe Gllwa departed St. Viator far Mersey 
fonr years ago. And the outcome was al- 
ways in doubt until the end. 


"I don't care about won-and-lost 


records. I don't caro about material. 
Whoa wo got on the field wltb Hersey, 
it's a dogfight," said Lyne. 


"This Is my fourth year at Viator and 


I've never seen tho team get down when 
it's behind. That's the type of kids they 
arc. It's not the coaching." 


With razzle-dazzle and klll-'om-qulck, 


Horsey put tho Lions behind after two 
plays from scrimmage. Split end Dave 
Carey absorbed Scott Topczowski's hand- 
off and tossed a 56-yard TD pass to end 
Bill Hare. That gave the Huskies a 6-0 
lead that stood up throughout tho quar- 
ter. 


Lions' safety Pat Rooney stole a Top- 


cicwrskl pass, also Intended for Hare, and 
ran 22 yards to tic the game, 6-fl, at 10:57 
of the second period. 


But Topczowskl wouldn't quit throwing. 


On Honey's ensuing first play from 


scrimmage, he went 57 yards to Hare, 
another TD, and the Huskies were on 
top, 12-6, at halftirae. 


The Huskies also missed out when Tom 


Barnard bounced a 29-yard field goal off 
the posts at 6:39 before intermission. 
Hersey had taken possession on Viator's 
seven-yard line when Ed Novak recov- 
ered a fumble by Lion signal caller Bob 
Walsh. 


St. Viator took control at Its 20 and 


moved down to Kersey's 27-yard line hi 
14 plays. Joe Littwin contributed six 
rushes for 30 yards. But then Roger Ur- 
ban caught Walsh for a nine-yard loss. 
And two plays later, Viator's threat end- 
ed when Bill Cashmore picked off a 
Walsh pass with 29 seconds on the clock. 


Although trailing, and having lost that 


premiere scoring chance, Lyne remained 
confident. And with good reason. His 
club ran 42-of-54 plays from scrimmage 
that first half and Hersey owned just 
four yards rushing. 


"That's why I wasnt too excited," 


Lyne said. "I would have been concerned 
If they were hammering us from tackle- 
to-tackle." 


St. Viator's second possession after the 


half started at Hersey's 31-yard line, fol- 
lowing a Topczewski fumble. Mark Mich- 
uda recovered for the Lions who went no 
place. Walsh threw incomplete on fourth 
and seven. 


But four plays passed before Viator re- 


gained possession and showed they still 
had plenty left. On second and seven, 
Ltttwin galloped 56 yards for Viator's 
first lead, 13-12, Mark Campana kicking 
tho extra point. 


Hersey took over on its 42 and got one 


first down when Steve Block ran 23 


yards. But the Huskies needed a 38-yard 
punt from Carey to put Viator almost on 
its back with first and 10 at the three- 
yard line. 


Good Huskie defense forced a 31-yard 


punt by Viator's Greg Kay. On a fourth 
and two, Block regained 'the lead for 
Hersey when he scampered 29 yards 
around'right end, outdistancing Pat Bu- 
caro. Vivona's extra point run failed and 
Hersey led, 16-13, with 10:56 to play. 


But the toll was being paid by Hersey's 


defense, which played so. long in that 
first half. "They're in condition," Lyne 
said of his Viator team. "We run the hell 
out of them." 


And the strength began to show. The 


clubs exchanged possessions, Viator ulti- 
mately taking over at Hersey's 42-yard 
line, yttwin ran six and 18 yards inside 
the Huskie 20. John Breen's no-gainer 
preceded a 13-yard bootleg run by Walsh 
totherightside. 


Down to the five, Walsh called on Lit- 


twin and he surged ahead four yards. 
Walsh followed center Tim Halas into the 
endione one play later. The extra point 
pass was incomplete but Viator led, 19- 
18, at 6:24. 


Hersey picked up one first down before 


Topczewski threw incomplete to Jeff 
Forster on fourth and eight at Viator's 
43. Littwin rushed twice for small yard- 
age, then Breen broke three tackles and 
slanted off left tackle 53 yards for the 
game's final points. Campana's kick 
went wide. 


The Huskies had one shot left. And 


there was no question that Topczewski 
would come out gunning for his receiv- 
ers. After all, just 14 seconds remained.

Harper stuns touted Wright; holds off Rams' surge

Tho Harper Hawks resisted tho urgo to 


finger the panic button Saturday night 
and came away with a 19-14 upset deci- 
sion over hugo and highly regarded 
Wright College. 


Tho Rams' sudden flurry to life in tho 


fourth quarter, tho impetus provided ex- 
clusively by quarterback BUI Calabrese, 
found a Harper defense ultimately un- 
willing to make tho final fold to defeat. 


Tho Harper offense succeeded Satur- 


day where it had failed in a 21-0 opening 
win over Concordla and a brusque 
ground attack centered around Rich Hoe- 
vel, Mlko Dean, Mlko Amundsen and a 
newly Inspired Marty Williams pushed 
tho Wright defensive line back for 257 of 
a total 295 yards. 


The passing technology Gory Mueller 


showed against Concordla could net only 
three completions and 38 yards. 


"Wright wan switching their pass de- 


fense alignments on each play," Harper 
coach John Ellaslk said. "They took 
away our roll out pass completely and 
since we haven't worked on the drop 


back passing gome we hod to rely on the 
run more." 


The variety of defenses and coverages 


limited Ervin Kimbrough, the JC All- 
American who caught an 80 yard touch- 
down pass in the opener, to one reception 
for eight yards. He did flick loose once, 
making a diving catch in the endzonc, 
but the play was wiped out by a penalty. 


Harper, who was of such disinterest to 


Wright coach Ernie Wickstrom that he 
didn't bother to scout the Hawks' opener, 
found themselves outslugging a team 
they had feared because of size. 


Tho second time they controlled the 


ball Dean cracked a 41 yard gain down 
the sideline, but Harper had to settle for 
Dave Patterson's 29 yard field goal. 


Patterson hit a second three-pointer in 


the second quarter, this one from 22 
yards out. Moments later, after Wright 
hod been stalled trying to drive out from 
the five, a horde of Harper players 
smothered the punter in the endione and 
defensive tackle Greg Tyson recovered 
for the touchdown.

Against Wright, Williams averaged seven 
and a half yards each of the 10 times he 
carried the ball.

If an outsider hadn't witnessed the Fri-

The 
simple sketch meant something else to 
the Vikings for the Crusaders had won 
the game 36-14. 


Although the Vikings have lost two 


straight games, they are climbing the 
ladder toward success, according to Joe 
Samojedny, their head coach, who ex- 
plained the drawing. 


"I can't look at the score," he said,

Quickness shows in Falcons' romp

Downers Grove South was a test for 


Forest View, and the Falcons scored 100 
per cent for confidence. 


"They were a test to see if we could 


beat a big team," said Fred Lussow, 
Falcon coach. "They (The Falcons) 
showed that they could use their size and 
quickness to their advantage." 


The South Mustangs have only eight 


players on their roster that weigh under 
170 pounds, and many of them are over 
six feet tall. 


Forest View, winners of the Friday 


night game, 35-10, keep surprising their 
coach with each outing. 


"We talked a long time about what 


they are capable of doing, and now 
they're actually doing these things," 
commented Lussow. "They're making 
believers out of themselves." 


Opening with an early lead, the Fal- 


cons scored the'second time they had the 
ball on a one-yard quarterback sneak by 
Jim Pctran. A 37-yard pass play from 
Petran to Nell Schmidt set up the touch- 
down that capped the 61-yard drive, 6:25 
left in the first quarter. 


Falcon Ed Ernst provided his team 


with the ball when he intercepted a Mus- 
tang pass around his own 40-yard line. 


Eating away the rest of the opening 


quarter time, the Mustangs took the lead 
with 42 seconds left. 


The Mustang score was somewhat of a 


gift due to a Falcon penalty. 


On fourth down and 14 yards to go, the 


Mustangs were on the Falcon 31 yard 
line. Mustang quarterback Scott Buckley 
completed a pass that fell one yard short 
of the first, and the Falcons would have 
taken over had not a late-hitting call 
been charged against them. 


Mike Webber eventually took the ball 


in from the five, and the two-point con- 
version was successful. 


"Penalties have hurt us," said Lussow, 


as his team was charged 88 penalty 
yards. "Fortunately, there were no pe- 
nalties on our big plays." 


The Falcons scored twice in the second 


quarter, the first time as a result of an- 
other one-yard sneak by Petran. A 15- 
yard, fourth-down pass to Ray Michael- 
son kept the Falcons' momentum going. 


Late in the first half, the Falcons 


scored quickly as Petran used pinpoint 
passing to achieve his goal. 


Petran completed four straight passes, 


completing the 85-yard drive with a 15- 
yarder to Schmidt. 


"Petran was fantastic," said Lussow 


of his junior QB. "He knows what he can 
do, he knows the plays and the players, 
and he has confidence in himself." 


The Falcons got 173 yards out of Pet- 


ran's arm, as he completed 10 of 12. 


In the third quarter, the Falcons con- 


trolled the ball for only one play. 


During that same time the Mustangs 


gained 114 yards, nine first downs and a 
touchdown that closed the Falcons' lead 
to 21-16. 


Things weren't going too well for the 


Falcons until their defense came up with 
a big play to stop the Mustangs In their 
quest to take the lead. 


The Mustangs had the ball on the Fal- 


cons' 14 yard line. It was first down and 
the Mustangs were driving. 


Buckley dropped back to pass and four 


Falcon defenders caught him for an 11- 
yard loss. The Mustangs were never to 
get any closer to the goal line. 


They really didn't have a chance. The 


Falcons were too busy scoring touch- 
downs of their own. 


"That 11-yard loss was the big play 


for us," explained Lussow. 


A few plays later Petran hit Schmidt 


again, just over the scrimmage line. 


Schmidt then broke two or three tackles 
to score a 51-yard touchdown that opened 
the game for the Falcons. 


Schmidt had also broken tackles on his 


first pass reception, the one that set up 
the first score, and he was to do it again 
later in the game. 


Just two minutes after he had scored 


on the 51-yard play, Schmidt broke three 
tackles and then sprinted untouched for 
an Bit-yard score to put the game out of 
the Mustangs' reach. 


"I don't know what half of these kids 


can do, but they continue to amaxe me. 
This team has great unity," said Lussow. 


The Falcons play another big opponent 


Friday night, the Palatine Pirates. 


"Palatine will be big and healthy," 


said Lussow. 


The testing is over for the Falcons. 


Now it's a matter of applying what 
they've learned.

Davo Smithern capped a sustained 75- 


yard march in the third period by scor- 
ing and then toeing over tho extra point 
to help carry Buffalo Grovo to a 22-14 
triumph at Wheaton Warrenville Friday. 


Tho touchdown run by Smithern, an 


eight-yard dash up the middle on a quar- 
terback draw, fashioned the second tie of 
tho evening. His subsequent conversion 
put the Bison ahead to stay and they 
went on to annex their second straight 
win of the season as well as their second 
hard-fought victory over the Wolverines 
in as many years. 


The Grove came up with an Insurance 


TD In tho final period, but the game sta- 
tistics more accurately reflect the nip- 
and-tuck nature of tho contest. Wheaton's 
total yardage was 100 and it was 204 for 
the visitors. 


"They battled us pretty evenly," Bison 


coach Grant Blnney offered afterwards. 
"They passed a lot more than we ex- 
pected them to, and of course they had 
us down a couple of times early so we 
didn't have any easy time tonight." 


Tho long drive In the third period was 


probably tho game's turning point. War- 
ren had Jumped on the Scoreboard first, 
a bad snap from center on a punt at- 
tempt by Buffalo Grovo sotting up the 
score. 


Wheaton also converted an extra point 


run afterwards in taking an 8-0 command 
into tho second period.

Warrenville received the opening kick- 


off, went nowhere and punted to open the 
second half. Then the Bison went on the 
march toward their permanent lead. 


"It was probably our best drive of the 


season," Blaney pointed out. "We stayed 
mostly on the ground and displayed an 
excellent Job of ball control while eating 
up most of clock in the third period." 


For good measure the Grove recovered 


a fumble in the fourth stanza just Inside 
Wolverine territory and drove home for a 
last tally. Ben Orcutt scampered the fi- 
nal eight yards and Smithern converted 
another kick. 


"Orcutt did a nice Job for us on rush- 


ing. He showed that he can take a lot of 
the pressure off Barry (Schuster) oy 
sharing rushing duties with him." 


The Bison helmsman also cited Ken 


Koszubowski on defense with eight solo 
tackles and three assists, along with Tom 
Stoncrook and Bob Thompson.

Wheeling falters at Maine South

Better late than never was the way 


Mnlno South looked at it. 


Wheeling had other ideas though. Like 


if they had showed up late at Wilson 
Field in Park Ridge, their gome with the 
Hawks might not have come off and they 
would have been one mark lighter in the 
loss column. 


Tho Wildcats did show for Maine's be- 


lated season opener Saturday, however, 
and succumbed 22-0. 


The hosts unveiled a backfleld that was 


very big and very awesome, as expected. 
What didn't exactly mesh though was 
that it was tho littlest guy back there, a 
170-poundor named Joe Crosby, who hurt 
the 'Cats the most. 


Breaking loose early on an 80-yard 


scoring scamper only to have It wiped 
out by a penalty, Crosby turned to pass 
receiving as his modus operand!. He 
hauled In five, for nearly 140 yards, and 
logged the touchdown that put the game 
on Ice Just moment* after Wheeling had 
failed on their best scoring bid. 


It was a game almost totally domi- 


nated by the Hawks, positively and nega- 
tively. They outran Wheeling on the 


ground 202 yards to 74, finished with 367 
yards hi total offense to 117 for the Wild- 
cats, more than doubled the guests in 
first downs 15-8, fumbled two more times 
than Wheeling and lost four more, and 
were outpenoiized 80-35. 


"They beat us but they certainly didn't 


humiliate us," Wildcat mentor Jack Lll- 
jeberg summarized afterwards. "We 
were right in the game actually until 
midway through the fourth quarter and 
might have even turned it around had we 
been able to push across at the beginning 
of that period." 


What Llljeberg was referring to was a 


first and goal situation his club owned at 
the five-yard stripe to open the final 
stanza. A154 Maine South lead forged in 
the first 15 minutes of play still stood on 
the board and Wheeling was on the brink 
of halving it with plenty of time left for 
another score. 


The hosts stood fast, however, and it 


was they conjuring up another sore — a 
85-yard drive that took only seven plays 
thanks to Crosby's rig sagging 48-yard 
pass reception. 


The Hawks had scored their initial TD 


on the last play of the first quarter, quar- 
terback Brian Flanigan going over from 


the three to put the finishing touches on 
a 57-yard thrust in nine plays. 


Wheeling's only turnover of the day oc- 


curred two plays into the second quarter 
and it set up a South's second score. A 
pass interception put the Hawks in con- 
trol just Inside enemy territory and 
Flanigan led the attack with a six-yard 
jaunt, a 20-yard completion, a 12-yard 
completion for the score and another per- 
fect pass on the extra point play. 


To the credit of the 'Cats they did show 


they could move the ball at times on the 
ground and later in the game finally be- 
gan to get a passing attack In gear. Mike 
Dollen bolstered the defense by snaring 
two Maine fumbles and Bill Larson 
sparked the offense with a couple of key 
receptions to go with nearly 40 yards of 
legwork. 


"Our sophomore, (Curt) Rathje, did a 


good job on defense for us too and we 
gave him a little more offensive ex- 
posure today," Llljeberg noted, adding, 
"We're improving but we've still got a 
way to go ... I just hope the kids don't 
start getting down on themselves."

Late in the second quarter of the Roll-

A treatment for preserving 


those colorful fall leaves 


Dear Dorothy: It won't be long until 


tho leaves turn. I'd like to olfcr my treat- 
ment for those readers who like to col- 
lect beech, oak and mountain ash leaves 
that haven't turned color to preserve 
them for indoor arrangements. 


Remove four inches of bark from the 


bottom of the cut branch and slit it about 
three to four Inches up. Remove the 
leaves from the bottom portion of tho 
stem and pound the stem until soft. Ar- 
rango branches in a vase into which 
you'vo poured four Inches of glycerin so- 
lution (ono part glycerin to two parts wa- 
ter). 


Place In a cool, light room for a week 


or so until tho chemical is absorbed and 
the fall colors develop. It Is ready when 
tho shine of glycerin can be seen at the 
end of each leaf. Pour off the liquid and 
be sure the vase Is placed on an ade- 
quate mat because a drop of glycerin 
from the top of a leaf can damage wood 
finish. — Martha Eckcr

'Guru U. 'finds home 


Meditation Society breathes new life, cash 


into the ^college-dropout haven' of the '60s 


by JOE SWICKARD 


John Strouss Is earnestly and sin- 


cerely at ease. 


SlrouM Is lecturer and Instructor 


of Transcendental Meditation, or TM 
as It Is more easily referred to, and a 
member of the International Medita- 
tion Society. 


TM and the society had a whirl- 


Ind romand with tho media several 
years ago when Mia Farrow, the 
Beatles, the Rolling Stones and oth- 
ers embraced the bearded and di- 
minutive Maharishi Mahesh Yogi 
and his way to creative Intelligence 
through dally meditation. 


The romance faded and soured for 


some of the luminaries who traveled 
to India to sit at tho feet of tho 
Maharishi. Tho press notices camo 
less frequently as 15-year-old perfect 
masters and saffron-robed and pony 
tailed chanters took to the streets 
and tho public eye. 


THE SOCIETY AND meditation 


did not disappear, though. It bided 
Its time and returned to tho spotlight 
this summer with the purchase of the 
Parsons College campus in Falrflcld, 
Iowa. 


The former homo of "Dropout U" 


will become tho Maharishi Inter- 
national University, offering bach- 
elor's degrees In "all the major sub- 
jects" as well as masters and hope- 
fully a doctoral program centering'" 
on aspects of TM. 


Parsons gained tho reputation In 


the 1060s as tho home of students 
unable to cut tho academic mustard 
at other colleges. Some students saw 
U as a last haven before the draft 
snapped them up. 


After battles with accreditation 


and decreased enrollment, Parsons 
closed, and weeds thrived on 
campus. Tho Maharishi and plenty of 
ready cash have reopened tho doors 
to higher education in Falrfield. 


STROUSS AND others like him 


across the nation will recruit for 
MIU while they themselves are tak- 
ing at least one six-week refresher 
sabbatical there annually. When not 
actively recruiting or refreshing, 
Strouss is TM's enclave In tho North- 
west suburbs, based in Prospect 
Heights.

Last week, he was lecturing at the 


Buehlcr YMCA in Palatine. Before 
an introductory lecture In TM he 
talked of himself, MIU and what It 
all means. 


Seersucker suit, white shirt 


(French cuffed), bandana-patterned 
necktie, neatly barbered and wire- 
rimmed, Strouss Is a strictly low-pro- 
file promoter of TM. 


"We've sent our catalog to high 


schools and I imagine we'll be vis- 
iting some like the other schools do," 
he said. 


There will be the "standard appli- 


cations forms" and a high school di- 
ploma required for the new students 
at MIU, Strouss said. The school, for- 
merly located In California, is in tho 
process of being accredited but its 
students will be Immediately eligible 
to receive government loans, Strouis 
sold. 


The suit, the Ivy League haircut, 


tho accreditation all are direct at- 
tempts at acceptance and respect- 
ability. 


STROUSS SAID confidentially the 


society "got a good deal" on the 
school: the purchase price of $2.5 
million was a "steal" — they bought 
the school at 5 cents on the dollar, he 
said. 


Students at the school probably 


will not turn to "recreational chem- 
icals" if past studies are accurate, 
he said. There is not the desire for 
adherents to seek artificial highs 
when there is TM, Strouss contends. 


It comes back to respectability 


again, as Strouss points again and 
again to "scientific" and "indepen- 
dent" studies that indicate TM less- 
ens tension, improves health and 
IQs. 


The easy, painless, nondemanding 


way to a better state of existence is 
explained easily by a young man who 
could, from his dress and demeanor, 
have worked in the front office of 
IBM. 


IT ALL APPEARS cleaner than 


soap. But will It wash in Falrfield? 


"Well, the life on campus will bo 


different (than at other schools). Ev- 
eryone who goes there is happier — 
more satisfied with life at the col- 
lege," Strouss assures, adding that 
the initial local skepticism of Iowa 
has been overcome. 


"There will probably be dances 


and things like that because those in 
TM have, I've found, a well devel- 
oped sense of humor," he said. 


WILL THERE BE teams taking to * 


the field and the hardwood for dear 
ole MIU? Strouss hands out one of 
his many pamphlets, booklets and 
newspaper reprints and there are 
BUI Walton, Joe Namath and six of 
the Philadelphia Phillies all thinking . 
their way to better performance and 
higher achievements with TM. 


Strouss himself came to TM while 


at the University of Michigan in the 
1960s when flower power, drugs and 
riots were found not to be the way to 
a better state. 


The Maharishi came with the' 


trappings of bells, flowers, incense 
and mysticism then. Now, in a well- 
tailored suit, his disciple earnestly 
lectures to housewives, students and 
curious commuters in suburban 
YMCAs about the simple path to a 
better way that conflicts with noth- 
ing.

Crews to begin work 
on Dundee Rd. median 


Four lanes on Dundee to open soon 


State officials Friday said there is a 


possibility four lanes of Dundee Road in 
Wheeling will be open to traffic in the 
near future. 


Edward Glllon, chief engineer on the 


project, said that as soon as workers fin- 
ish installing curbs and the median strip, 
four lanes could bo opened. 


"At this lime, 1 can't say definitely," 


ho said. "But there is a possibility when 
all the piece work is finished we will put 
in a crossover so that four lanes can be 
opened on the cast end (Wheeling) of the 
project," he said. 


The $3 million project consists of wid- 


ening Dundee Road to four lanes between 
Elmhurst Road and 111. Rt. S3, through 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights. 


CONSTRUCTION BEGAN at Elmhurst 


Road and thus far four lanes have been 
Installed to about 1,000 feet west of Buf- 
falo Grove Road. Glllon said It will be 
some time before four lanes can be 
opened west of that point. 


He said, however, construction is on 


schedule and again predicted the entire 
project will be finished by Thanskgivlng. 


Progress on the rood, Glllon said will de- 
pend on the weather. 


After paving is completed, Glllon said 


workers will hook up the realignments of 
Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 
roads. 


Both roods have been realigned where 


they Intersect Dundee Road. The realign- 
ments are expected to alleviate traffic 
congestion and make for safer travel on 
the road. 


Glllon said It would be Impractical to 


open the realignments before four lanes 
arc paved. 


SINCE SEPTEMBER ID72, motorists 


have been inconvenienced by construc- 
tion on Dundee Road. Before road con- 
struction started In the summer of 1973, 
Markers were installing sewer pipes 
along the right-of-way. 


Late last year, residents, village offi- 


cials and merchants along Dundee Road 
protested to Gov. Daniel Walker and sev- 
eral state legislators about what they 
called a "lack of progress" on the road. 


Following the protests, the state desig- 


nated Dundee Road as the number one 
road construction priority in the northern 
part of Illinois.

lines for village growth until 1900. 


"We're looking for an explanation of 


what they're doing and why," sold Shir- 
ley.

State and federal authorities Friday 


spproved the compromise Dundee Road 
median strip plan which calls for both 
landscaped 
and mountable medians. 


Work crews will begin pouring concrete 
this week. 


Ronald Kennedy, a project engineer 


for the Illinois Dept. of Transportation, 
said state officials approved the plan Fri- 
day. Federal Highway Administration of- 
ficials also gave their consent to the 
agreement reached Thursday by village 
leaders and Buffalo Grove businessmen. 


Some $1.5 million in Federal funds 


have been committed to the Dundee re- 
novation project. 


KENNEDY SAID the agreement, call- 


ing for alternating sections of landscaped 
and mountable dividers along the two- 
mile road section, may even save the 
state some money because the land- 
scaped sections will not need laving. He 
was unable to cite a dollar amount, how- 
ever, pending a detailed cost estimate. 


Village officials and Buffalo Grove 


business leaders had been fueding(for 
several months over the type of medians 
to install. 


The conflict revolved around local 


merchants' fear that planted medians 
would hurt their business because access 
to their stores would be limited, while 
village leaders wanted medians that 
would beautify the roadway. 


Both sides have indicated they are 


agreeable to the compromise plan. Ap- 
proximately 1.4 miles of Dundee Road in 
residential sections of the village will be 
planted median while the remaining area 
will be mountable providing access to 
businesses and shopping centers. 


THE STATE PROBABLY would have 


gone ahead with its plans to install a 
mountable median along the entire road 
stretch had a decision not been reached, 
State Rep. Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, said. 


Once the medians are completed, prob- 


ably by late November, the village will 
be responsible for providing the land- 
scaping. 


$1,500 fire hits 
construction trailer 


A fire early Friday in a construction

Minnesota's Sen. Walter F. Mondale, 


acting mighty like a candidate for Presi- 
dent, visited the Northwest suburbs Sat- 
urday to promote Democratic candidates 
for Congress. 


His visit to Elk Grove Village and 


Palatine was designed to boost Betty 
Spence of Buffalo Grove in her contest 
against U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th. 


But there was a heavy sentiment of 


"Mondale for President" in the mood. 


The senator's introduction by William 


Rose, Elk Grove Township Democratic 
committeeman, as "a future presidential 
candidate" drew sustained applause 
from some 100 persons gathered 
at 


Rose's Maltre d1 Restaurant in Elk 
Grove Village. 


MONDALE LATER greeted precinct 


workers at the Spence campaign head- 
quarters in Palatine and then traveled to 
Winnetka for a rally for Abner Mikva, 
Democratic opponent of U.S. Rep. Sam- 
uel H. Young, R-loth. 


Nearly all of those who greeted him at 


curbside made some reference to a 1976 
presidential bid. Mondale told them he is 
"giving it every serious consideration." 


From the podium, he said "it's really 


not a question of whether I will run — 
but as you know it is required by the 
laws and the constitution of Minnesota 
that one of us try for it every four 
years," referring to past presidential ef- 
forts of Harold Stassen, Hubert Humph- 
rey and Eugene McCarthy. 


Later he told reporters he has a staff 


of three in Washington surveying his 
presidential chances, and that he will 
make a decision "sometime next year." 


HE TOLD 12TH District Democrats, 


"You have a great candidate and a real- 
ly incredible Incumbent." 


"Mr. "What's-His-Name," he said, 


avoiding mention of Crane's name, "was 
one of eight people in America who voted 
for child abuse." (Mondale later said 
only eight or 12 representatives voted 
against his child care legislation, which 
passed unanimously in the Senate. That 
comprehensive bill on child care and 
child abuse safeguards is one of the 
things for which Mondale became best 
known in his 10 years In the Senate.) 


He told Spence supporters they have 


"the chance of a lifetime" to elect the 
kind of candidate needed "to do nothing 
less than return control of this country to 
the American people." 


Mondale said he was "shocked, bewil- 


dered and overwhelmed" by President 
Ford's pardon of Richard Nixon, and 
said it indicated a continuation "of the 
sleazy, palsy-walsy, cynical twisting of 
the law" by the White House. 


THE PARDON OF Nixon, he said, 


shook the belief, that the country had 


seen an end to a government "which 
didn't believe in telling the truth or obey- 
ing the law; which held the Congress, the 
courts and the American people in con- 
tempt." 


Mondale later told reporters that while 


Democratic hopes had again been en- 
hanced by Ford's action, "I never 


thought a veto-proof Congress was a real 
expectation, or even a proper one. But 
we need a substantial majority to put 
Congress on an equal basis with the 
President." He said Dwight Eisenhower, 
with an overwhelmingly Democratic Con- 
gress, vetoed 44 bills, and only three of 
his vetoes were overridden. 


3 seek $430,000 
for crash with 
Wheeling squad 


Three teen-agers whose auto collided 


with a Wheeling squad car have filed a 
suit charging that the policeman behind 
the wheel was drunk at the time of the 
accident, and are asking more than 
$430,000 in damages. 


Named as defendants in the suit are 


the Village of Wheeling; Patrolman 
Thomas Javens; Jeffery Miller, operator 
of the Jeffery Lanes bar, 125 N. Wolf 
Rd., Wheeling, and Brent and Linda 
Bjornson, owners of the bowling alley. 


The suit charges that Javens "drank 


and consumed" liquor at the bowling al- 
ley, "rendering him intoxicated" before 
the accident at 12:12 a.m. Dec. 15, 1973, 
at Milwaukee Avenue near Manchester 
Road, Wheeling. 


VILLAGE MANAGER George Passolt 


and Javens denied the charges in a state- 
ment filed in Circuit Court. In addition, 
Miller denied selling liquor to Javens pri- 
or to the accident. 


The Javens accident is the fourth ir- 


regular incident involving members of 
the Wheeling Police Dept. to come to 
light in the past nine months. 


Injured in the accident were the driver 


of the second car, Scott Kendall, 1400 
Salvington a., Wheeling, who is seeking 
$80,000; and passengers Cameron Ben- 
edict, 160 Wildwood Ln., Wheeling, who 
is asking $140,000; and William Gilchrist, 
1005 Cambridge Dr., Buffalo Grove, who 
Is seeking $215,000. Thomas A. Kendall, 
who owned the vehicle but was not in- 
volved in the accident, is seeking $1,500. 


Benedict and Gilchirst were admitted 


for treatment at Holy Family Hospital in 
Des Plaines after the collision. Javens 
and Scott Kendall were treated for minor 
Injuries. 


THE SUIT contends that Javens Im- 


properly attempted a left turn across 
Milwaukee Avenue, causing the accident. 
Passolt and Javens denied the charge in 
pretrial court statement. 


The village statement also said injuries 


of Kendall, Benedict and Gilchrist are 
exaggerated in the suit. 


Although village officials never an- 


nounced findings of an investigation of 
the wreck, at least four other patrolmen 
were at the accident scene, the state- 
ment said. 


The accident was witnessed by Ter- 


rance R. Smith, 978 Harwood Ln., Buf- 
falo Grove, according to the statement 
and no charges were filed. 


The lawsuit does not make clear 


whether Javens was on duty at the time 
of the accident, but identifies him as 
"the agent and employe" of the village. 


Three other members of the Wheeling 


Police Dept., including Chief Peter Gut- 
tilla, have been involved in irregular in- 
cidents. 


GUTTILLA, DRIVING a village police 


vehicle, was involved in an accident Aug. 
2 in Northbrook. Passolt took no action 
against the chief, saying "There are 
times that you can have an accident and 
it is your fault, but it is not really gross 
negligence." Guttilla was not charged by 
Northbrook police. 


Lt. Ronald G. Nelson was stopped 


twice while driving last December by 
Buffalo Grove police, who said he appar- 
ently "had been drinking." No charges 
were filed. 


Del. Joseph Earl Seul was found guilty 


of disorderly conduct in a 1972 "bar 
ruckus" in Rockton, The Herald dislosed 
earlier this year.

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Stavros' Cadillacs, 
clothes, cash gone; 
jail term remains

The flashy cars. The fine food. The vacations and parties. 


The bundles of extorted cash. All are gone for Wheeling politi- 
cal boss James Stavros. 


The replacement is a federal penitentiary cell in Sandstone, 


Minn. 


After three months in jail, Stavros, a self-proclaimed mil- 


lionaire convicted of extorting more than $92,000 from Wheel- 
Ing builders, Is begging for a lighter jail term and is pleading 
inability to pay his $25,000 fine. 


DESPITE AN emotional, tearful appearance in U.S. Dis- 


trict Court last week by his wife, Elizabeth, the former 
Wheeling Democratic committccman still will serve at least 
three years In Jail, Judge Hubert Will ruled. 


Will, who sentenced Stavros to four years in jail and fined 


him 525,000 In April, refused to reduce the sentence last 
Thursday. The judge did change Stavros' parole eligibility 
date, although he predicted that release is three years away, 
he also extended tho time for payment of the fine to six 
months after Stavros is released from Sandstone. 


Court records, of the appearance by Mrs. Stavros and attor- 


ney Joel Murray before Will indicate that: 


• Stavros still maintains that he was led Into the extortion 


scheme which began in 1058 by Wheeling builders; 


• Stavros has less than $10,000 cosh with which to pay the 


fine although his holdings total more than $3.4 million, ac- 
cording to a government estimate; 


• His wife visits him weekly at Sandstone. 


THE 30-MINUTE hearing before Will allowed a glimpse 


Into Stavros' private life. 


"At the time, I didn't feel that Jim should have pleaded 


guilty — maybe I shouldn't be saying this," Mrs. Stavros told 
Will. "One day when they lock that door is all you need and 
you know your freedom is gone." 


"I'm not saying he doesn't deserve to be punished. He's in 


three months. I don't want him out tomorrow. I know he can't 
come out tomorrow. But, four years Is a long time for me 
and my children to be without their father. I'm begging 
you ... 
please do anything. You can't see a one-year reduc- 


tion?" she said, sobbing. 


MRS. STAVROS, the mother of five, contended that a pro- 


bation report listing holdings of $3.4 million is a "gross mis- 
understanding of Jim's financial situation." Stavros' largest 
land holding, a 235-acre farm on Buffalo Grove Road in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township, was purchased with a loan 
from a Northwest suburban doctor. 


"Mrs. Stavros, what happened to the over $200,000 that he 


received In illegal payments?" Will asked. 


"Two hundred thousand dollars Is a gross exaggeration as 


to what Jim got," she said. "1 spent $200,000 on vacations — 
you know." 


Will described the $200,000 shakedown figure as a "con- 


servative and accurate figure . . . more like the tip of the 
iceberg than the base ... a modest recovery of Mr. Stavros 
of what he illegally obtained." 


"Jim got Involved In this by smart guys," Mrs. Stavros 


said. "They didn't break his arm. He didn't break their arms 
either." 


"I have no doubt It took two," Will said, describing ex- 


tortion as a "tango." "But, he was a willing party ... he 
was the person Inviting people to dance . . . before it got 
done he was saying to people — 'if you want this done, see 
me.'" 


ASSISTANT U.S. ATTY. Steven Kadison stood quietly 


through most of the argument. "I'm sorry this case didn't go 
to trial," he told Will, "so the court, the public, could Have 
heard some of these people who had the muscle put on them 
by Mr. Stavros." 


"Use of the term muscle is inappropriate," Murray said. 
"The probability in each instance Is that they were (mus- 


cled), because people ordinarily do not part with money vol- 
untarily," Will said. 


"We're talking about a political process which is closed 


unless you pay for performance. If you pay .. . you might 
get things you're not entitled too," Will said. 


If the sentence is reduced the "feeling that political crimi- 


nals can get away with things other criminals cannog" would 
increase. Will said that federal standards call for a 5 to 
7-year sentence In similar extortion cases and that the sen- 
tence Is "light." 


"If ho served a full four years based on what he took 


Illegally, he would have a very high annual income," Will 
said. "He would be better paid per annum than I am." 


WHEN MURRAY referred to former President Richard 


Nixon's pardon, Will said that "justice In the United States 
isn't as equal as I would like to see It." 


"The presidential pardon is one of the most unequal aspects 


of justice I've seen. I don't know anyone who thinks the par- 
don was equal justice. I don't think you can ask all federal 
judges to put everybody on probation. 


"I'm such a compulsive believer in democracy that when 


anybody starts tampering,with It, I get mad. That's one of the 
things that offends me about the presidential pardon," Will 
said. 


MURRAY REPORTED to the judge that attempts to sell 


some of Stavros' extensive real estate holdings have been 
unsuccessful. "I'm not pleading poverty," said Murray. 
"There is a definite lack of liquid assets . . . cash in hand is 
less than $10,000." 


To that, Will responded that he personally had only $2,000 


cash. Stavros "wouldn't have that $1 million farm if he had 
operated legitimately." said the judge. "The fine is a small 
chunk out of his gain." 


Murray also listed penalties given to other defendants in 


tho Wheeling scandal, Including probation for former trustees 
William Hart and Michael Valenza and one year in prison for 
former Building Director William Bicbcr. 


"I'll grant the court that maybe Mr. Stavros Is twice as 


criminally culpable as Mr. Blcber who received one year," 
said Murray. Maybe he was 2Vi times as culpable. I don't 
think no's four times as culpable."

Burglars took cash and drugs from two 


pharmacies and several doctors' offices 
Saturday night in Mount Prospect and 
Arlington Heights. 


Police in both villages are in- 


vestigating a possible link between beak- 
ins at Doretti's Pharmacy, 210 W. North- 
nest Hwy., Arlington Heights, and at 
Victor's Pharmacy, 1060 N. Northwest 
Hwy., Mount Prospect. Several doctors' 
offices in the building housing Victor's 
were also burglarized. 


The Victor's break-in was the second 


there since Aug. 2. and the fourth 
pharmacy burglary in Mount Prospect 
since that time. In all four cases, the 
burglars lowered themsleves into the 
stores by dropping through roof vents. 


The Doretti's burglary was discovered 


first — at about 10 a.m. Sunday. Arling- 
ton Heights police said entry was gained 
by prying open the front door. The 
thieves apparently ignored the front of 
the store and took items primarily from 
the pharmacy area and cash register. 


REPORTED STOLEN from Doretti's 


were all the store's amphetamines, sev- 
eral other unspecified drugs, at least $110 
in cash, an unknown amount of cigarets 
and watches and 250 state lottery tickets. 
No value was placed on the stolen items. 


Amphetamines were taken also at Vic- 


tor's Pharmacy in Mount Prospect, 
along with seconal tablets. Police said 
nothing else, other than an undisclosed 
amount of money, appeared missing. It 
also is believed that only cash was taken 
from the doctors' offices. 


Del. Kenneth Szchach of Mount Pros- 


pect police said a large quantity of sy- 
ringes were left behind, as were other 
non-tablet drugs. He said the amount of 
drugs or money taken from the pharma- 
cy and what was taken from the doctors' 
offices has yet to be determined. 


THE BURGLARS entered the Mount 


Prospect building by first using a large 
garbage container to step onto to get to 
the roof and then removing two roof 
vents. Holes were kicked in the ceilings 
above a hallway and above the pharma- 
cy. Police said the holes were made in 
the same locations as previous burglar- 
ies in the building. This was the third 
break-in in the last several months at the 
location. 


Police said a total of seven doors, 


mostly to offices, were kicked in by the 
burglars. The burglars may have left by 
the rear door of the building, police 
added. The burglary was discovered 
about 11 a.m. Sunday. 


Mount Prospect police have made one 


arrest in connection with the earlier bur- 
glades at the medical building. Timmy 
Bagley, 17, of 1260 Winnetka Ave., Pala- 
tine, has been accused of the Aug. 3-4 
burglary. There has been one continu- 
ance in his court case and he is being 
held at Gateway House, a drug rehabili- 
tation center. 


Pact to expand museum awarded 


The park district has awarded a bid 


for moving and construction of an addi- 
tional wing of the Buffalo Grove Histori- 
cal Museum and Community Center to 
the Prichter and Erbach Co., of Arling- 
ton Heights. 


The bid, awarded at a meeting of the 


park board Thursday night was for 
$153,000 and Park Director Stan Crosland 
said initial excavation and installation of 
utilities may begin in about three weeks 
pending Prichter and Erbach approval of 
the contract.

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Raises range from 8.1 to 9.7% 
9% pay increase won 
by teachers' union 


The DCS Plaines Dlst. 62 teachers' 


union has overwhelmingly accepted a 
tentative salary agreement giving teach- 
ers an average 0 per cent pay raise. 


A tentative settlement was reached 


early Thursday morning following an 8ft 
hour bargaining session. More than 200 
teachers met Friday afternoon at Algon- 
quin Junior High School to accept the 
proposed pay raise by voice vote. 


The new contract provides pay raises 


ranging from B.I per cent for beginning 
teachers to 9.7 per cent for teachers at 
the top of the pay scale. Teachers in the 
middle of the salary scale will also re- 
ceive a normal increase given for addi- 
tional experience and education. 


RAY GUNN, chief negotiator for the 


DCS Plaines Education Assn., said union 
officers consider the new salary schedule 
"very competitive — in fact, we're lead- 
ing most districts." Under the contract, 
a starting salary for teachers with a 
bachelor's degree and no experience is 
$9,330, a $700 increase. Top salary for a 


teacher with 16 years experience and 60 
hours graduate work is $19,610, a $1,725 
increase. 


Gunn said DPEA negotiators sought a 


larger pay increase for veteran teachers 
since this group received the smallest 
pay raises under last year's contract. 


School Board Pres. James H. Krcmcrs 


termed the settlement a "very fair and 
appropriate contract." 


"We're very happy to have reached a 


settlement and we're looking forward to 
another fine year of cooperation between 
the- faculty, staff and board," he said. 


A SMALL GROUP of teachers voted 


against the salary settlement, apparently 
In agreement with South School teacher 
Thomas Keating, who told the gathering 
of teachers Friday that the board is 
"shortchanging us teachers somewhere 
along the line." 


Keating noted that teachers have re- 


ceived a total pay raise of 20 per cent 
during the past four years, while cost of 
living has "gone up 45 to 60 per cent.

A spokesman 
In the state's attorney's office said mo- 
tions for evidence including police re- 
ports were requested by defense attor- 
neys at last week's appearance. 


The spokesman added that it is unlike- 


ly the two suspects will go to trial Oct. 11 
because defense attorneys have not yet 
prepared all their motions. 


Mukitc and Del Moro, both of Chicago, 


allegedly shot Bollacker, 21, also of Chi- 
cago, and severely beat Bollacker's girl- 
friend Cindy Graf in the Grand Forest 
Preserve area in DCS Plaines. Bolla- 
cker's body was found lying in on area 
Just north of Bollard Road near Rand 
Road. 


In addition to being charged with mur- 


der, the two suspects face charges of at- 
tempted murder and aggravated battery. 


A third suspect in the case, John Mur- 


phy, 21, pleaded guilty in August, 1973, to 
charges of attempted murder and aggra- 
vated battery. Ho is currently serving a 
to 12-year prison term.

The 1973-74 contract limited negotiable 
topics to salary, fringe benefits, negotia- 
tions procedures and specified working 
conditions. 


Miss Tafelski noted that while "teach- 


ers can negotiate anything extra, that 
doesn't necessarily mean the board has 
to accept it." 


• A no-strlkc clause. Miss Tafelski 


said the DPEA reluctantly approved the 
clause but added that teachers would 
"obviously not strike while the contract 
is in effect."

When Mary Lutz tried to enroll in a 


school drafting course, her counselor 
placed her hi a home economics class. 


Miss Lutz smiles ruefully at the memo- 


ry as she glances ct the classroom where 
she now teaches — the print shop at 
Maine North High School. 


The small blonde's interest in industri- 


al arts was sparked by an older brother, 
a shop teacher, who "kind of introduced 
me to industrial education." She later 
studied Industrial arts at Illinois State 
University, the only woman to graduate 
last year from that department. 


"I started in elementary education but 


I found out that Job opportunities in that 


area were zilch," she said. "After that I 
decided to find another area." 


MISS LUTZ said the staff at ISU was 


"fantastic — they really pushed me and 
helped me in every way they could. They 
really want women in the department. 


"There are a lot of girls" studying in- 


dustrial arts now and "as far as deisgn 
and graphics are concerned, women can 
do just as well as men," she said. 


Her reception by fellow Maine North 


staff members also was cordial, accord- 
ing to Miss Lutz. 


"They didn't treat me any differently 


— they accepted me real well," she said. 


STUDENTS, on the other hand, we- 


ren't quite prepared for their female 
shop teacher. 


"There was a lot of shock—a lot of 


raised eyebrows," she said. "Some kids 
just didn't believe it." 


While the beginning teacher has had 


some discipline problems, she attributes 
the difficulty to her stricter stand on 
classroom behavior not because she is a 
woman. 


"I have no problems with first-year 


students but the second-year students arc 
used to having too much freedom," Miss 
Lutz said. "I'm trying to get stricter but 
it's like teaching an old dog new tricks. I 
know I'm going to have to keep plugging 
all year." 


•MISS LUTZ was offered the position at 


Maine North during the third week of her 
student teaching at Maine South High 
School. She was the first one in her col- 
lege class to find a job. 


Miss Lutz notes that many people as- 


sume she's a woman's libber because of 
her position in a male-dominated field. 
While she admits she would like to see 
more girls in industrial arts classes, the 
Maine North teacher denies she is a fe- 
minist. 


"If there's something heavy to be 


moved, I go across the hall and get one 
of the guys. No way am I going to try 
and do it myself," she said. "People 
think it's unusual for a woman to be in- 
terested in graphic arts, but it's not un- 
usual for me. I just enjoy graphic arts." 
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Work on sanitary district 
plant to start next April 


by STEVE BROWN 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District plans to break ground 


for its $95 million O'Hare Sewage Treatment Plant in April 
1975. 


The sanitary district's announcement of the groundbreaking 


date Friday was greeted with a warning from Des Plaines 
officials that the plant must adhere to strict anti-pollution 
standards contained in a new city ordinance. 


MSD General Supt. Bart Lynam said engineering plans for 


the plant, which has been the subject of an eight-year legal 
battle between Des Plaines and the sanitary district, 
should be finished by December. Construction will begin in 
early April, he said. 


ALD. ALAN ABRAMS, 8th, a major objector to location of 


the plant at Oakton Street and Elmhurst Road near residen- 
tial areas, said the district will have to comply fully with all 
provisions in the city's new ordinance dealing with the con- 
struction of sewage treatment plants. 


Both sides are awaiting the outcome of an Illinois Supreme 


Court decision on the city's contention that home rule powers 
give it the authority to force the sanitary district to obey local 
zoning laws. 


The MSD maintains city zoning laws do not affect other 


government bodies. 


The city lost a similar suit in 1970, but rcinstituted the cas« 


after the passage of the new Illinois Constitution which grant- 
ed the city home rule authority. 


Lynam, said the district is confident it will win the lawsuit. 
WHILE ABRAMS WOULD not predict the outcome of the 


Supreme Court decision, which is expected later this month, 
he said he hopes the sanitary district does not choose to 
ignore the new ordinance. 


"I would like to believe the MSD will work to be in full 


compliance with the ordinance," Abrams said. 


The ordinance gives strict guidelines for the types of emis- 


sions that will be allowed from the plant. It also defines 
construction standards which must be met before the plant 
will receive a building permit from the city. 


Abrams explained that technical aspects o fthe ordinance 


which deal with airborne pollutants have been reviewed by a 
number of technical experts, including scientists from the 
Des Plaines-based Universal Oil Products Co. 


"The report we received from UOP indicated they thought

'Mondale for President* 
evident in his visit here

Minnesota's Sen. Walter F. Mondale, 


acting mighty like a candidate for Presi- 
dent, visited the Northwest suburbs Sat- 
urday to promote Democratic candidates 
for Congress. 


His visit to Elk Grove Village and 


Palatine was designed to boost Betty 
Spence of Buffalo Grove in her contest 
against U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th. 


But there was a heavy sentiment of 


"Mondale for President" in the mood. 


The senator's introduction by William 


Rose, Elk Grove Township Democratic 
commltteeman, as "a future presidential 
candidate" drew sustained 
applause 


from some 100 persons gathered at 
Rose's Maltre d' Restaurant in Elk 
Grove Village. 


MONDALE LATER greeted precinct 


workers at the Spence campaign head- 
quarters in Palatine and then traveled to 
Wlnnetka for a rally for Abner Mikva, 
Democratic opponent of U.S. Rep. Sam- 
uel H. Young, R-10th. 


Nearly all of those who greeted him at 


curbslde made some reference to a 1976 
presidential bid. Mondale told them he is 
"giving it every serious consideration." 


From the podium, he said "it's really 


not a question of whether I will run — 
but as you know it is required by the 
laws and the constitution of Minnesota 
that one of us try for it every four 
years," referring to past presidential ef- 
forts of Harold Stassen, Hubert Humph- 
rey and Eugene McCarthy. 


Later he told reporters he has a staff 


of three in Washington surveying his 
presidential chances, and that he will 
make a decision "sometime next year." 


HE TOLD 12TH District Democrats, 


"You have a great candidate and a real- 
ly incredible incumbent." 
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"Mr. "What's-His-Name," he said, 


avoiding mention of Crane's name, "was 
one of eight people in America who voted 
for child abuse." (Mondale later said 
only eight or 12 representatives voted 
against his child care legislation, which 
passed unanimously in the Senate. That 
comprehensive bill on child care and 
child abuse safeguards is one of the 
things for which Mondale became best 
known in his 10 years in the Senate.) 


He told Spence supporters they have 


"the chance of a lifetime" to elect the 
kind of candidate needed "to do nothing 
less than return control of this country to 
the American people." 


Mondale said he was "shocked, bewil- 


dered and overwhelmed" by President 
Ford's pardon of Richard Nixon, and 
said it indicated a continuation "of the 


sleazy, palsy-walsy, cynical twisting of 
the law" by the White House. 


THE PARDON OF Nixon, he said, 


shook the belief that the country had 
seen an end to a government "which 
didn't believe in telling the truth or obey- 
ing the law; which held the Congress, the 
courts and the American people in con- 
tempt." 


Mondale later told reporters that while 


Democratic hopes had again been en- 
hanced by Ford's action, "I never 
thought a veto-proof Congress was a real 
expectation, or even a proper one. But 
we need a substantial majority to put 
Congress on an equal basis with the 
President." He said Dwight Eisenhower, 
with an overwhelmingly Democratic Con- 
gress, vetoed 44 bills, and only three of 
his vetoes were overridden.

very highly of it," Abrams added. 


ABRAMS SAID THE city will probably have to inform the 


MSD formally of the existence of the new ordinance in the 
near future. 


He added that he hopes the MSD does not try to challenge 


the legality of the ordinance in court. While city officials 
object to the site of the proposed plant, they have stated there 
definitely is a need for additional sewage treatment facilities 
in the area. 


MSD officials also announced Friday that construction of 


the first phases of the Northwest Suburban phase of the tun- 
nel and reservoir sewage plant will be started in March. The 


program is designed to provide long-range facilities to handle 
both waste and disposal and storm water for the area.

One of the first clashes that may occur between the district 


and the city involving the new ordinance may be a provision 
which requires that most of the sewage treatment facilities be 
covered. 


MSD officials had considered building the entire plant un- 


derground, but rejected that approach last spring after deter- 
mining that the technique might be too costly. The district 
also faced the possibility that it could not be able to obtain 
the necessary federal funds to finance a study of building the 
plant underground. 


District officials have not offered any comment regarding 


the new ordinance that has been developed by the city.

Centex concedes some 
homes violate codes

Centex Homes Corp. has "reluctantly 


conceded" 1,700 Ccntcx-bullt homes in 
Elk Grove Village may have chimneys 
constructed In violation of building and 
(ire safety codes, a village official said 
Friday. 


The admission came during a recent 


inspection of homes that village officials 
say arc In violation of building and fire- 
safety codes and homes where pro- 
mature furnace failure has occurred. 


In a continuing study of widespread lo- 


cal furnace failures, the village building 
department complied a list of code viola- 
tions found in 28 models of Ccntex-built 
homes. 


Too-short chimney pipes, Inadequate 


venting systems and other violations 
were cited as contributing causes of pre- 
mature furnace failure. 


WHEN THE itemized violations were 


brought to the builder's attention, Centex 
representatives, would not take responsi- 
bility for them, but agreed to on in- 
spection tour. 


Parks back vote to get 
programs for handicapped 


The Elk Grove Pork District board will 


support a move by the Northwest Special 
Recreation Assn. for a spring referen- 
dum to provide additional tax funds for 
programs for handicapped persons. 


The special recreation association, 


formed last January, is made up of nine 
area park districts In Elk Grove, Pala- 
tine and Schaumburg townships. Refer- 
cndums in each of the member park dis- 
tricts will provide funds to be used for 
activities for mentally and physically 
handicapped residents. 


In the nine months since the associ- 


ation was set up, Its operating funds 
have come from member park districts 
who took the money out of their recrea- 
tion accounts, township donations and 
program foes. The referendum will allow 
the park districts a separate levy specifi- 
cally for special recreation. 


A STATE LAW enables park districts 


to levy up to two cents per $100 of as- 


scsscd valuation for special recreation 
with the approval of voters through a 
referendum. 


Richard Ludovlssy, Elk Grove Park 


District superintendent of recreation, 
said although that is the maximum tax 
rate that local residents will be voting on 
in April, it Is unlikely that the actual 
rate will be that high. 


The park district's current share of 


support for the Northwest Special Recre- 
ation Assn. amounts to about .0015 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation, Ludovissy 
said. 


There Is a possibility rcferendums may 


not be necessary if a law proposed by 
State Sen. Harris Fawcll, R-Naperville is 
enacted. 


Fawcll's measure would Increase the 


amount park districts could levy for spe- 
cial recreation to four cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation and remove the re- 
quirement that voters approve the tax. 


Trustees ivon't be 
'buffaloed* 


Elk Grove Village trustees aren't about 


to be "buffaloed" by badly located water 
shut-off valves in a new construction 
area. 


The "buffalo boxes," a term used to 


describe the vault In which a house-ser- 
vice watcr-shut-off valve is located, are 
being Installed in driveways and side- 
walks In a residential area cast of Mca- 
cham Road. 


Trustee Ronald Chcrnick and M.chacl 


ToMo have asked for a review of the vil- 
lage building ordinance to determine If 
Centex Homes Corp. Is misplacing the 
buffalo boxes. 


Tosto said he believes building ordi- 


nances call for the boxes to be installed 
In parkways. 


He explained that in case of repair or 


maintenance, a parkway is easier to re- 
place than a sidewalk or driveway. 


Chcrnick was concerned that bike ri- 


ders would be thrown off balance by the 
raised expansion joints around the boxes 
in walkways. 


Tosto said in case of a line break, 


homeowners arc responsible for repairs 
up to the box with the village responsible 
for maintenance from that point. 


"If the buffalo box in a sidewalk has to 


bo torn out, who pays for the sidewalk 
replacement, village or homeowner?" he 
asked. Tosto maintains the boxes should 
bo located in parkways and said "if the 
ordinance Isn't written that way now it 
bears rewriting. 
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"Before we started, Centex's Vice 


President Will Llebow said there was no 
need to have a discussion about too short 
roof terminations, one of the violations 
we cited," said Thomas Rettenbacher, 
building commissioner. "I call that a re- 
luctant concession and admission we 
were right." 


Centex officials were accompanied on 


the tour by a New York engineer, Rich- 
ard Kassay. 


"We were scheduled to inspect at least 


28 models of Centex-built homes to prove 
our charge that several code violations 
exist in at least 1,700 Elk Grove Village 
homes," Rettenbacher said. "We in- 
spected just four houses when Centex 
people agreed they had seen enough and 
saw no need for further inspection." 


Llebow refused to comment on the in- 


spections. 


CENTEX OFFICIALS and a team of 


village consultants will review the in- 
spection and meet again at 8 p.m. Tues- 
day with the village board to discuss the 
issue.

Nearly ail of those who greeted him at 


curbside made some reference to a 1976 
presidential bid. Mondale told them he is 
"giving it every serious consideration." 


From the podium, he said "it's really 


not a question of whether I will run — 
but as you know it is required by the 
laws and the constitution of Minnesota 
that one of us try for it every four 
years," referring to past presidential ef- 
forts of Harold Stassen, Hubert Humph- 
rey and Eugene McCarthy. 


Later he told reporters he has a staff 


of three in Washington surveying his 
presidential chances, and that he will 
make a decision "scmetime next year." 


HE TOLD 12TH District Democrats, 


"You have a great candidate and a real- 
ly incredible incumbent." 


"Mr. "What's-His-Name," he said, 


avoiding mention of Crane's name, "was 
one of eight people in America who voted 
for child abuse." (Mondale later said 
only eight or 12 representatives voted 
against his child care legislation, which 
passed unanimously in the Senate. That

Mondale later told reporters that while 


Democratic hopes had again been en- 
hanced by Ford's action, "I never 
thought a veto-proof Congress was a real 
expectation, or even a proper one. But 
we need a substantial majority to put 
Congress on an equal basis with the 
President." He said Dwight Eisenhower, 
with an overwhelmingly Democratic Con- 
gress, vetoed 44 bills, and only three of 
his vetoes were overridden. 


Latv provides for exceptions 
Parks 'bargain hunters' 
bypass bids on 2 projects 


Elk Grove park officials waived nor- 


mal bidding procedures on two projects 
last week, saying uncertain 
economic 


conditions make it necessary for the 
park district to look for bargains. 


Illinois law requires park boards to so- 


licit bids on projects amounting to more 
than $2,500, but provides for exceptions 
in some cases. 


The park board took advantage of the 


leeway provided for it in the law last 
Thursday night to arrange for drainage 
improvements at Fairchild Park and to 
purchase a one-ton truck for park district 
use. 


THE DRAINAGE improvements will 


be done by C&B Construction Co. at a 
cost of $2,293. 


Explaining the board's reasons for not 


seeking bids on the project, Pork Board 
Pres. Lew Smith said, "We're not going 
out for formal bid on this for one thing 
because we don't want to spend an extra 
*500 to draw up the engineering specs." 


The specifications for projects are usu- 


ally prepared by the park district and 
area contractors invited to submit prices 
for completing the work. 


Other park board members mentioned 


the current problems in the construction 
industry generally in obtaining mate- 
rials. Shortages in many areas are caus- 
ing almost constant price fluctuation on 
some items. 


Instead of seeking prices from area 


dealers on a one-ton truck needed by the 
district, the park board agreed to allow 
John Schacfer, superintendent of parks, 
to purchase a truck for the lowest cost. 


SCHAEFER SAID he talked to several 


dealers and learned that all had only one 
truck each on their lots. He said he was 
told delivery of a truck from somewhere 
else could take one to Uvo weeks. The 
park district, he said, needs the truck 
right away. 


The lowest price on a truck of the type 


required by the district that Schacfer has 
obtained so far is $4,554. The board au- 
thorized Schaefcr to buy that truck or a 
comparable one for less money. 


"What we're doing is shopping around 


like any John Q. Public," Smith saifl. 
"With the market conditions being what 
they arc and delivery dates stretched 
out, it's best."

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April start for Des Plaines sanitary plant

The Metropolitan Sanitary District plans to break ground 


for Its $93 million O'Haro Sewage Treatment Plant In April 
1973. 


Tha sanitary district's announcement of the groundbreaking 


date Friday was greeted with a warning from Des Plaines 
officials that the plant must adhere to strict anti-pollution 
standards contained In a new city ordinance. 


MSD General Supt. Bart Lynam said engineering plans for 


the plant, which has been the subject of an eight-year legal 
battle between DCS Plaines and the sanitary district, 
should bo finished by December. Construction will begin in 
early April, he said. 


ALO. ALAN ADItAMS. sth, a major objector to location of 


the plant at Oakton Street and Elmhurst Road near residen- 
tial areas, said the district will have to comply fully with all 
provisions in the city's new ordinance dealing with the con- 
struction of sewage treatment plants. 


Both sides are awaiting the outcome of an Illinois Supreme 


Court decision on the city's contention that home rule powers 
give it the authority to force the sanitary district to obey local 
zoning laws. 


The MSD maintains city zoning laws do not affect other 


government bodies. 


The city lost a similar suit in 1970, but rcinstituted the case 


after the passage of the new Illinois Constitution which grant- 
ed the city home rule authority. 


Lynam, said the district is confident it will win the lawsuit. 


WHILE ABRAMS WOULD not predict the outcome of the 


Supreme Court decision, which Is expected later this month, 
he said he hopes the sanitary district does not choose to 
ignore the new ordinance. 


"I would like to believe the MSD will work to be in full 


compliance with the ordinance," Abraras said. 


The ordinance gives strict guidelines for the types of emis- 


sions that will be allowed from the plant. It also defines 
construction standards which must be met before the plant 
will receive a building permit from the city. 


Abrams explained that technical aspects o fthe ordinance 


which deal with airborne pollutants have been reviewed by a 
number of technical experts, including scientists from the 
Des Plaines-based Universal Oil Products Co. 


"The report we received from UOP indicated they thought 


very highly of it," Abrams added. 


ABRAMS SAID THE city will probably have to Inform the 


MSD formally of the existence of the new ordinance in the 
near future. 


He added that he hopes the MSD does not try to challenge 


the legality of the ordinance in court. While city officials 
object to the site of the proposed plant, they have stated there 
definitely is a need for additional sewage treatment facilities 
in the area. 


MSD officials also announced Friday that construction of 


the first phases of the Northwest Suburban phase of the tun- 
nel and reservoir sewage plant will be started in March. The 
program is designed to provide long-range facilities to handle 
both waste and disposal and storm water for the area. 


One of the first clashes that may occur between the district 


and the city involving the new ordinance may be a provision 
which requires that most of the sewage treatment facilities be 
covered. 


MSD officials had considered building the entire plant un- 


derground, but rejected that approach last spring after deter- 
mining that the technique might be too costly. The district 
also faced the possibility that it could not be able to obtain 
the necessary federal funds to finance a study of building the 
plant underground. 


District officials have not offered any comment regarding 


the new ordinance that has been developed by the city. 


Math-evaluation program 
raises teachers' objections

Teachers in Schaumburg Township 


Dist. 54 are upset by the way they were 
introduced to a new method of evaluating 
the district's math program. 


Charlotte Weber, Schaumburg Educa- 


tion Assn. president, said it is a "com- 
munication gap we arc concerned about. 
Wo recognize that teachers arc being in- 
formed now," but a number of teachers 
believe they should have received more 
Information last year while the eval- 
uation method was being formed. 


The now Program Evaluation Model 


(PEM) Is a method for teachers to look 
at their strengths and weaknesses In 
teaching certain areas of mathematics 
and learn ways to Improve their teach- 
ing, said Carl Seltzer, curriculum assist- 
ant superintendent. 


HE SAID MANY teachers may feel 


they arc being "threatened" by having 
areas of weakness pointed out, but no 
judgments will be made of individual 
teachers from the evaluation. 


"Everyone has strengths and weak- 


nesses," he said. By looking at every- 
one's weaknesses as well as strengths, he 
said "we should have one heck of a math 
program. It's already one of the best In 
the country, but that doesn't mean it 
can't bo better." 


Mrs. Weber said "the intentions of the 


program arc honorable, but the workings 
arc questionable." She said several 
teachers question whether the method of 
pointing out areas of weakness is valid. 


The strengths and weaknesses ore de- 


termined by taking the seven high and 
seven low scoring areas from tests stu- 
dents take at the end of the school year, 
said Seltzer, Teachers also evaluate 
themselves. 


THE SEA IS compiling a list of objec- 


tions to the program, to present at the 
Sept. 19 board of education meeting. 
Mrs. Weber said teachers question 
whether test results show areas of weak* 
ness and strength. If Instructors felt the 
evaluation were using a valid method for 
determining weaknesses and strengths, 
Mrs. Weber added, they would not object 
to the program. 


Mrs. Weber presented the SEA's objec- 


tion to PEM at last week's board of edu- 
cation meeting and asked that the pro- 
gram bo sent back to the education com- 
mittee for further review and possible re- 
vision. 


Schools set $22 million bond vote 


Voters will be asked to approve a $22 


million bond referendum Oct. 19 for 
school construction in High School Dlst. 
211. 


The Dlst. 211 Board of Education set 


the date Thursday night after months of 
discussion on the building needs of the 
district. The referendum funds would fi- 
nance a sixth high school for the district, 
swimming pools for five high schools, au- 
ditoriums for four high schools, remodel- 
ing work and a warehouse for the district 
administration center. 


Dist. 211 architects estimate the cost of 


the projects as about $17 million of they 
were all built today, but the tab was set 
at $22 million to cover increases in con- 
struction costs due to inflation. Archi- 
tects estimate the projects will take be- 
tween one and two years to complete 
once construction begins. 


Tim BOND referendum includes $6.5 


million for the sixth high school which is 
scheduled to open In 1977 north of the 
Winston Park subdivision In Palatine. 
The new school was approved by voters 


in the district's last referendum in 1970, 
but due to inflation the school will cost 
more than planned and the district needs 
to raise more money for the project. The 
$6 5 million will be added to the $9 mil- 
lion Dist. 211 has on hand for the sixth 
high school. 


The referendum includes $63 million 


for an addition to Schaumburg High 
School which would include a swimming 
pool, auditorium, shops for vocational 
education, more cafeteria space and 
more classrooms. 


The referendum would raise $3.25 mil- 


lion for Conant High School, $4.25 million 
for Fremd High School, $6.3 million for 
Hoffman Estates High School, and 
$480,000 for the district 
warehouse. 


Fremd and Conant would receive audito- 
riums, and Fremd, Conant and Hoffman 
Estates High School would also receive 
swimming pools. Minor remodeling work 
would be done at Fremd. 


Board members decided to place all 


the building projects on one ballot. 


Gordon Thoren, board president, re- 


fused, however, saying the project had 
not been put together hastily and that the 
board decided to adopt the program only 
after considerable debate. 


PEM currently involves grades three 


to six, and the math curriculum, but 
eventually the district Intends to expand 
it to Include grades three to eight and the 
language arts curriculum. 


PEM, ALSO referred to as Red Max, 


also Is used to determine whether math 
skills students must learn before moving 
on to more difficult areas are valid. 


"Red math skills must bo learned be- 


fore a student can progress to the next 
level of math; "yellow" skills are desir- 
able to bo learned but not necessary for 
the next learning skill; and "green" 
skills arc helpful skills but not essential. 
An example of a "red" skill is counting 
before learning to add. 


Currently Seltzer and Joseph Czech, 


PEM director, are going to the schools to 
inform teachers about PEM. Seltzer said 
"the biggest problem now is that they 
don't understand it. Once they see there 


is something to benefit themselves and 
the kids, they'll support it." 


HE SAID teachers were involved in 


setting it up and had been asked for feed- 
back several tunes last year. 


Mrs. Weber said only 60 teachers were 


involved in forming the program's objec- 
tives out of 800 in the district. 


PEM is a federally-funded program 


that will use $150,000 over the next three 
years. The district has received $74,000 
for PEM this year.

To curb burglaries., vandalism 
Subdivision patrol 
increased by police 


by DIANE MERMIGAS 


Palatine police have stepped up patrol 


of several Palatine subdivisions after a 
largo Increase In burglaries and property 
damage early this summer. 


In June of this year, a total of 16 com- 


mercial and residential burglaries were 
reported compared to only 3 last year. 


In July, the burglary reports leveled 


off and there was a decrease In August, 
compared to last year according to po- 
lice reports. 


Deputy Police Chief Frank Ortiz said 


"selective enforcement patrols" have 
been operating in the Reseda subdivision 
during the summer In an attempt to curb 
the frequency of criminal damage in that 
area. "Tho heavier patrol helped to con- 
trol the problem and probably acted as a 
deterrent to potential burglars," Ortiz 
said. 


BUT, REPORTS OF residential and 


commercial burglaries for the entire 
year remain almost SO per cent higher 
than last year. 


In July 1073 and July 107-1, 10 burglar- 


les were reported to police. There have 
been six less residential and commercial 
burglaries reported to police in August 
1074 than in August 1073, when 17 total 
were reported. 


Most of the residential burglaries were 


"probably committed by kids," Ortiz 
said. Small amounts of money, radios 
and stereo equipment, and other appli- 
ances arc taken for the most part after 
homes are ransacked, he said. 


"This to us is a sign that juveniles and 


teen-agers arc committing these burglar- 
ies. A professional burglar would not go 
Into a home where he knew he could not 
find a substantial amount of money and 
valuable items," Ortiz said. 


"I DON'T BLAME people for being 


concerned about burglary. It is a prob- 
lem that police departments and people 
In this whole suburban area arc having 
to face along with vandalism," 
Ortiz 


said. 


The police department is instituting 


heavier patrol In various areas that have 
been frequented by day-time burglars 


Federal clearance delayed 
Widening of Hicks Road 
now nearly a year away 


The widening of Hicks Road between 


Baldwin and Rand Roads in Palatine has 
been set back nearly a year because of 
delays in getting federal clearance for 
the estimated $2 million project.

Should the board of education spend millions 


to revamp the high school... or abandon it?

Board of Education plans to decide 
whether to pour millions of dollars into 
remodeling Palatine or scrap the old 
school and start over somewhere else 


"Somewhere else" may be the dis- 


trict's sixth high school planned for 
northeast Palatine. Some board mem- 
bers have thought of closing Palatine 
High School and moving the students and 
the teachers to the new school when it 
opens in 1977. 


BUT BY THEN the old building will be 


in even worse shape and will contain 
many more students. The building has a 
capacity of 1,600 to 1,800 students. This 
year there are 1,960 students at Palatine 
and at least 100 more students arc ex- 
pected next year. 


The problems of the old school arc on 


the minds of many teachers and students 
at Palatine this year: They know what 
it's like to put up with overcrowded con- 
ditions day after day. They know that 
someone else is going to decide the fate 
of the school. They know that someday 
there may no longer be a Palatine High 
School. 


The congestion In the school is obvious 


when the bell rings and students have 
five minutes to move between classes. 
The halls are jammed, say the kids, and 
students arc often backed up on stair- 
wells. 


The building may have been built for 


1,800 students but it's a "real light 
1,800," said Principal Leonard Ncw- 
endorp. Changes In curriculum such as 
uork-study programs, special education 
services, and other special programs 
have resulted in less-efficient classroom 
utilization. A better estimate of capacity 
is 1,600, said Newcndorp. 


THIS YEAR 60 new lockers were put 


into the school to accommodate extra 
students. A conference room was con- 
verted into a computer office, a seminar 
room in the library became the speech 
therapist office, and raised seats were 
taken out of two lecture rooms to make 
room for more students. 


"It's hard to gauge the morale effect 


that congestion has," said Newendorp, 
"but I do think congestion does in itself 
have a psychological effect on people." 
Large classes and crowded hallways 
tend to make people feel uncomfortable, 
he said. 


The administration has been able to 


"keep classes at the appropriate sizes

BESIDES THE overcrowding the con- 


dition of the building also Is a problem at 
Palatine. Last year a steam radiator In 
an empty classroom began to leak und 
spray steam In the room. Ncwcndorp 
sold these leaks occur gradually giving 
students and teachers plenty of warning. 


The building also needs repairs on the 


roof and renovation of the plumbing, 
heating, air conditioning and electrical 
systems. Plaster is falling from the 
walls, the surface of some of the floors is 
cracking and metal window frames have 
deteriorated. 


Three remodeling plans presented to 


the Dist. 211 board by architects last 
month ranged in price from $5.5 million 
to $9 million. The board decided to put 
off a decision on Palatine until next year 
when It will have a better picture of 
building needs and enrollment in the dis- 
trict. 


Ncwcndorp said the building's condi- 


tion docs not pose a safety problem. The 
building is inspected periodically by 
state officials and the Palatine fire in- 
spector goes over the building once a 
year. The building has always passed in- 
spection. 


THE STUDENTS know that the school 


is in bad shape. They complpin about it 
and makes jokes about it but when it 
comes to the question of giving up the 
school and going somewhere else, they 
get serious. 


"There's a lot of sentiment here," said 


one boy in the drama club. In the old 
auditorium, Cutting Hall, names are 
carved on a wall dating back many 
years. "It's kind of sad to see it ripped 
down." 


He added the school administration 


balks at putting money into equipment 
and supplies for the clubs because the 
school may be gone in two years. 


One junior girl complained about the 


crowded hallways and said the old part 
of the school, built in 1929, is "really kind 
of bad." When asked about moving into a 
new school she answered, "In a way it's 
good cause they can build a better 
school, but I wouldn't want to go. I want 
to stay here." 


ANOTHER GIRL said her sister who is 


in junior high school is anxious to go to 
the new high school. 


"It's our senior year and it's kind of 


sad to think it's going," said one girl 
standing outside the school with a group 
of friends. She said she sees nothing 
wrong with old school buildings, in fact 
an old building "makes more spirit be- 
cause it's old." 


"I see the difference only when I go to 


a new school with all that carpeting," 
she added. 


"I think most people who go here 


wouldn't want to go to another school," 
said another senior girl in the group. "It 
would really mess up a lot of people with 
busing and switching a lot of people 
around. I'm glad I got a chance to gradu- 
ate from here." 


MOST OF THE students at Palatine 


feel the demise of the old school is inevi- 
table. They're sad but they seem to have 


accepted it. Some say they want to make 
the last years at Palatine the best. They 
want to make the most of what's left. 


Last week's edition of Palatine's stu- 


dent newspaper, "The Cutlass," carried 
an editorial on the fate of the old school. 
The headline read, "Death With Dig- 
nity." 


"While a decision to scrap Palatine is 


regrettable, it is practical; and fighting 
it would be pointless. The board wants to 
offer equal opportunities to all students, 
but without special provisions this school 
doesn't fit into the board's plans. The 
school is too small and too old. As long 
as Palatine's demise seems imminent, 
the Cutlass advocates 'death with dig- 
nity.' 


"Palatine High School students are an 


endangered species. The last class to 
graduate from Palatine might already be 
here. It's up to us to make these last 
years good ones."

(Mondale later said 
only eight or 12 representatives voted 
against his child care legislation, which 
passed unanimously in the Senate. That 
comprehensive bill on child care and 
child abuse safeguards is one of the 
things for which Mondale became best 
known In his 10 years In the Senate.) 


Ho told Spence supporters they have 


"the chance of a lifetime" to elect the 
kind of candidate needed "to do nothing 
less than return control of this country to 
the American people." 


Mondalc said he was "shocked, bewil- 


dered and overwhelmed" by President 
Ford's pardon of Richard Nixon, and 
said it indicated a continuation "of the 
sleazy, palsy-walsy, cynical twisting of 
the law" by the White House. 


THE PARDON OF Nixon, he said, 


shook the belief that the country had 
seen an end to a government "which 
didn't believe in telling the truth or obey- 
ing the law; which held the Congress, the 
courts and the American people in con- 
tempt."

Democratic hopes had again been en- 
hanced by Ford's action, "I never 
thought a veto-proof Congress was a real 
expectation, or even a proper one.

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Linkup ivith state crime center 
Firm offers police use 
of $45,000 data unit 


Rolling Meadows police have been of- 


fered six months free use of a new 
$45,000 data communications system that 
will link patrolmen In squad cars directly 
lo the state crime information center In 
Springfield. 


The system, called a teleprinter, al- 


lows police to teletype requests for Infor- 
mation on a squad car keyboard, with 
the reply being displayed on n video 
screen. 


The equipment was designed by Moto- 


rola Communications Division, Schnum- 
burg, which has offered to install the 
equipment, let it bo used six months and 
remove it at no cost If the city doesn't 
like it. At least one alderman still be- 
lieves tho cost Is too high, anticipating 
difficulty In removing equipment after 
personnel have accustomed themselves 
to using It. 


IF THE CITY opts for the free test 


program, and likes the equipment well 
enough lo keep it, it will still have to pay 
the $45,000 but may arrange time pay- 
ments, said Administrative Assistant 
Charles Green. Terms will be negotiable, 
he said. 


Although no decision has been made, 


aldermen on the city council's police 
committee are reconsidering their "no" 
vote of Augut, when the proposal from 
Motorola was rejected for cost reasons. 
Aid. Thomas Scanlnn, 1st, committee 
chairman, has asked councilmen to ex- 
press their individual views on whether 
the city should proceed In the matter or 
drop it now.

Scanlan also said It Is possible the city 


may pay nothing, if the equipment does 
not work to the police department's satis- 
faction. In that case, Motorola would 
reinstall equipment now in the squad 
cars at company expense. 


EVEN SHOULD purchase of the equip- 


ment require a tax increase, Scanlan 
said he believes aldermen arc "neglect- 
ing our duties If we don't raise taxes 
when they're needed," and cited a re- 
sponsibility to taxpayers and policemen. 


Scanlan feels the teleprinter would 


minimize time in getting the information, 
by eliminating radio calls to local police 
dispatchers who now must relay the in- 
quiries to Springfield This could save a 
patrolman's life, he said. 


Retzke believes the teleprinter could 


present a danger, or could require more 
time. The patrolman must stop his squad 
car to type, said Retzke, while now he 
can radio local dispatchers while he is in 
pursuit.

(Mondale later said 
only eight or 12 representatives voted 


against his child care legislation, which 
passed unanimously m the Senate. That 
comprehensive bill on child care and 
child abuse safeguards is one of the 
things for which Mondalc became best 
known in his 10 years in the Senate.) 


He told Spence supporters they have 


"the chance of a lifetime" to eljct the 
kind of candidate needed "to do nothing 
less than return control of this country to 
the American people." 


Mondale said he was "shocked, bewil- 


dered and overwhelmed" by President 
Ford's pardon of Richard Nixon, and 
said it indicated a continuation "of the 
sleazy, palsy-walsy, cynical twisting of 
the law" by the White House. 


THE PARDON OF Nixon, he said, 


shook the belief that the country had 
seen an end to a government "which 
didn't believe in telling the truth or obey- 
ing the law; which held the Congress, the 
courts and the American people in con- 
tempt." 


Mondale later told reporters that while 


Democratic hopes had again been en- 
hanced by Ford's action, "I never 
thought a veto-proof Congress was a real 
expectation, or even a proper one. But 
we need a substantial majority to put 
Congress on an equal basis with the 
President." He said Dwight Eisenhower, 
with an overwhelmingly Democratic Con- 
gress, vetoed 44 bills, and only three of 
his vetoes were overridden.

Palatine High School is old and over- 


crowded. 


The kids know it, the teachers know it 


and school officials know it, but no one 
seems to be able to do much about it 
until next year — maybe. 


That's when the High School Dist. 211 


Board of Education plans to decide 
whether to pour millions of dollars into 
remodeling Palatine or scrap the old 
school and start over somewhere else. 


"Somewhere else" may be the dis- 


trict's sixth high school planned for 
northeast Palatine. Some board mem- 
bers have thought of closing Palatine 
High School and moving the students and 
the teachers to the .new school when it 
opens in 1977. 


BUT BY THEN the old building will be 


in even worse shape and will contain 
many more students. The building has a 
capacity of 1,600 to 1,800 students. This 
year there are 1,960 students at Palatine 
and at least 100 more students are ex- 
pected next year. 


The problems of the old school are on 


the minds of many teachers and students 
at Palatine this year: They know what 
it's like,to put up with overcrowded con- 
ditions day after day. They know that 
someone else is going to decide the fate 
of the school. They know that someday 
there may no longer be a Palatine High 
School. 


The congestion in the school is obvious 


when the bell rings and students have 
five minutes to move between classes. 
The halls are jammed, say the kids, and 
students are often backed up on stair- 
wells. 


The building may have been built for 


1,800 students but it's a "real tight 


/1,800," said Principal Leonard New- 


endorp. Changes in curriculum such as 
work-study programs, special education 
services, and other special programs 
have resulted in less-efficient classroom 
utilization. A better estimate of capacity 
is 1,600, said Newendorp. 


THIS YEAR 60 new lockers were put 


into the school to accommodate extra 
students. A conference room was con- 
verted into a computer office, a seminar 
room in the library became the speech 
therapist office, and raised seats were 
taken out of two lecture rooms to make 
room for more students. 


"It's hard to gauge the morale effect 


that congestion has," said Newendorp, 
"but I do think congestion does in itself 
have a psychological effect on people." 
Large classes and crowded hallways 
tend to make people feel uncomfortable, 
he said. 


The administration has been able to 


"keep classes at the appropriate sizes 
this year," Newendorp said. Classes 
which were discussion-oriented have 
roughly 30 students. "Our goal is to 
maintain reasonable class sizes and curri- 
cula offerings that are appropriate in the 
district." 


But maintaining class sizes next year 


will be more difficult, said Newendorp. 
"It became evident last year, as we 
worked on this year's programming, that 
some different solutions would be 
needed." Newendorp added he may have 
to add portable classrooms next year or 
extend the school day so some students 
come in earlier or stay later. 


BESIDES THE overcrowding the con- 


dition of the building also is a problem at 
Palatine. Last year a steam radiator in 
an empty classroom began to leak and 
spray steam in the room. Newendorp

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said these leaks occur gradually giving 
students and teachers plenty of warning. 


The building also needs repairs on the 


roof and renovation of the plumbing, 
heating, air conditioning and electrical 
systems. Plaster is falling from the 
wails, the surface of some of the floors is 
cracking and metal window frames have 
deteriorated. 


Three remodeling plans presented to 


the Dist. 211 board by architects last 
month ranged in price from $5.5 million 
to $9 million. The board decided to put 
off a decision on Palatine until next year 
when it will have a better picture of 
building needs and enrollment in the dis- 
trict. 


Newendorp said the building's condi- 


tion does not pose a safety problem. The 
building is inspected periodically by 
state officials and the Palatine fire in- 
spector goes over the building once a 
year. The building has always passed in- 
spection. 


THE STUDENTS know that the school 


is in bad shape. They complain about it 
and makes jokes about it but when it 
comes to the question of giving up the 
school and going somewhere else, they 
get serious. 


"There's a lot of sentiment here," said 


one boy in the drama club. In the old 
auditorium, Cutting Hall, names are 
carved on a wall dating back many 
years. "It's kind of sad to see it ripped 
down." 


He added the school administration 


balks at putting money into equipment 
and supplies for the clubs because the 
school may be gone in two years. 


One junior girl complained about the 


crowded hallways and said the old part 
of the school, built in 1929, is "really kind 
of bad." When asked about moving into a 
new school she answered, "In a way it's 
good cause they can build a better 
school, but I wouldn't want to go. I want 
to stay here." 


ANOTHER GIRL said her sister who is 


in junior high school is anxious to go to 
the new high school. 


"It's our senior year and it's kind of 


sad to think it's going," said one girl 
standing outside the school with a group 
of friends. She said she sees nothing 
wrong with old school buildings, in fact 
an old building "makes more spirit be- 
cause it's old." 


"I see the difference only when I go to 


a new school with all that carpeting," 
she added. 


"I think most people who go here 


wouldn't want to go to another school," 
said another senior girl in the group. "It 
would reallv mess up a lot of people with 
busing and switching a lot of people 
around. I'm glad I got a chance to gradu- 
ate from here." 


MOST OF THE students at Palatine 


feel the demise of the old school Is inevi- 


table. They're sad but they seem to have 
accepted it. Some say they want to make 
the last years at Palatine the best. They 
want to make the most of what's left. 


Last week's edition of Palatine's stu- 


dent newspaper, "The Cutlass," carried 
an editorial on the fate of the old school. 
The headline read, "Death With Dig- 
nity." 


"While a decision to scrap Palatine is 


regrettable, it is practical; and fighting 
it would be pointless. The board wants to 
offer equal opportunities to all students, 
but without special provisions this school 
doesn't fit into the board's plans. The 
school is too small and too old. As long 
as Palatine's demise seems imminent, 
the Cutlass advocates 'death with dig- 
nity.' 


"Palatine High School students are an 


endangered species. The last class to 
graduate from Palatine might already be 
here. It's up to us to make these last 
years good ones." 


City won't let 
environmental 
group solicit 


Citizens for a Better Environment, a 


private group that sued the City of DCS 
Plaincs for the right to canvass door-to- 
door for donations, will not be allowed to 
solicit funds in Rolling Meadows. 


The City Council's police committee 


agreed by consensus last week to deny 
CBE's request for a solicitor's permit. 
Funds collected would not be used for 
environmental projects within city limits, 
and a portion of funds collected would be 
used to pay salaries of solicitors, alder- 
men said in turning down the request. 


CBE has met negative reactions m sev- 


eral Northwest suburban communities. 
The Village of Schaumburg recently de- 
nied CBE a solicitor's permit because 
the salaries do not comply with a village 
ordinance requiring 80 per cent of a 
charitable group's budget be spent on 
charitable purposes to qualify for a per- 
mit for house-to-house collections. 


Residents in some communities have 


complained of alleged high pressure 
techniques used by CBE solicitors who 
know their salaries depend on how much 
money they can collect. 


The suit against Des Plaines was re- 


solved when CBE agreed to apply for a 
solicitors permit under procedures out- 
lined in a city ordinance. The city had 
denied the permit, saying CBE's appli- 
cation was not properly submitted. When 
CBE reapplied, the permit was granted. 
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IRS asks Knightsbridge residents for home records 


Residents of Schnumburg's Knights- 


bridge subdivision disclosed Saturday 
that federal investigators have asked 
them to voluntarily turn over papers per- 
taining to their home purchases or face 
subpoena of the documents. 


An Internal Revenue Service agent 


recently went door-to-door in the 47-homo 
area north of Higglns and Jones roods 
asking for the material and leaving writ- 
ten requests in mailboxes of residents not 
home, said Allen Jensen, president of the 
Knlghtsbrldgo Homeov tiers Assn. 


Village Administrator John Coste said 


IRS agents recently conducted a three- 
hour interview with him. "It was my dis- 


tinct impression that the IRS people 
were Interested in Nick Herman, not 
Knightsbridge Corp.," said Coste. 


HERMAN, PRESIDENT of the corpo- 


ration, has experienced financial prob- 
lems over the last several yean restlt- 
ing in his failure to complete several 
houses in the first two units of the 
Knightsbridge project. 


It has not been established whether the 


IRS request for homeowners' records is 
related to an investigation of the village 
begun more than a year ago by U.S. 
Atty. James Thompson's office. 


In June complete Schaumburg munici- 


pal records dating to 1969 were subpo- 


neaed by a federal grand Jury. The sub- 
poena called for all contracts, personnel 
records, names of village trustees and 
other officials, as well as building per- 
mits, zoning records and minutes of all 
official meetings. 
'The subpoena followed the assignment 
last spring of several FBI agents to the 
v i l l a g e investigation, although IRS 
agents and members of Thompson's 
staff conducted earlier inquiries in which 
several developers and former village of- 
ficials were interviewed. 


The statute of limitations on most fed- 


eral violations is five years with the ex- 
ception of a six-year limit on Income tax 
cases. 


SIN G L E-FAMILY zoning for the 


Knightsbridge development was granted 
in 1969, after Herman and his financial 
backers withdrew a petition for planned 
unit development zoning calling for the 
homes plus 40 townhouses and 288 apart- 
ments in four six-story buildings.

Village seeks 
improved 
housing laic 


A sample housing ordinance that would 


outline village standards for senior-citi- 
zen and moderate-income housing will be 
drafted by Hoffman Estates' judiciary 
committee. 


The ordinance would be aimed at de- 


tailing the village's authority to control 
senior-citizen housing or low-and moder- 
ate-income housing, said Trustee Melvin 
Timmons, judiciary committee chair- 
man. 


Timmons called the ordinance "im- 


perative" to insure a degree of village 
control in housing standards that may 
otherwise be imposed by the federal or 
state government. 


"I think it is imperative that we pre- 


pare one (an ordinance) to our standards 
and to meet the needs of our community 
before someone in another authority 
sends one down to us," Timmons said. 


THE PROPOSED ordinance has been 


discussed by village officials since Octo- 
ber when Village Pres. Virginia Hayter 
called for the formation of a nine-mem- 
ber village commission in response to the 
Regional Housing Coalition's recommen- 
dation to build low-and moderage-income 
housing in the six-county Chicago area. 


The regional plan, prepared by a 12- 


member steering committee including 
former Northwest suburban village presi- 
dents Jack Walsh of Arlington Heights, 
Jack Pahl of Elk Grove and current 
Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Telchert, 
called for 18,300 low-and moderate-in- 
come housing units to be built in the next 
10 years. 


"Our position would be to guide where 


in our village this would go," said Tim- • 
mans. 


TRUSTEE

tioned the committee saying the village 
should determine what if any implica- 
tions the ordinance would create. 


"We could be opening a Pandora's

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Math-evaluation program 
raises teachers' objections

Teachers in Schaumburg Township 


Dist. 54 are upset by the way they were 
introduced to a new method of evaluating 
the district's math program. 


Charlotte Weber, Schaumburg Educa- 


tion Assn. president, said it is a "com- 
munication gap we are concerned about. 
We recognize that teachers are being in- 
formed now," but a number of teachers 
believe they should have received more 
information last year while the eval- 
uation method was being formed. 


The new Program Evaluation Model 


(PEM) is a method for teachers to look 
at their strengths and weaknesses in 
teaching certain areas of mathematics 
and learn ways to improve their teach- 
ing, said Carl Seltzer, curriculum assist- 
ant superintendent. 


HE SAID MANY teachers may feel 


they arc being "threatened" by having 
areas of weakness pointed out, but no 
judgments will be made of individual 
teachers from the evaluation. 


"Everyone has strengths and weak- 


nesses," he said. By looking at every- 
one's weaknesses as well as strengths, he 
said "we should have one heck of a math 
program. It's already one of the best in 
the country, but that doesn't mean it 
can't be better." 


Mrs. Weber said "the intentions of the 


program are honorable, but the workings 
are questionable." She said several 
teachers question whether the method of 
pointing out areas of weakness is valid. 


The strengths and weaknesses are de- 


termined by taking the seven high and 
seven low scoring areas from tests stu- 
dents take at the end of the school year, 
said Seltzer. Teachers also evaluate 
themselves. 


THE SEA IS compiling a list of objec- 


tions to the program, to present at the 
Sept. 19 board of education meeting. 
Mrs. Weber said 
teachers question 


whether test results show areas of weak- 
ness and strength. If instructors felt the 
evaluation were using a valid method for 
determining weaknesses and strengths, 
Mrs. Weber added, they would not object 
to the program. 


Mrs. Weber presented the SEA's objec- 


tion 
1 to PEM at last week's board of edu- 


cation meeting and asked that the pro- 
gram be sent back to the education com- 
mittee for further review and possible re- 
vision. 


Gordon Thoren, board president, re- 


fused, however, saying the project had 
not been put together hastily and that the 
board decided to adopt the program only 
after considerable debate. 


PEM currently involves grades three 


to six, and the math curriculum, but 
eventually the district intends to expand 
it to include grades three to eight and the 
language arts curriculum. 


PEM, ALSO referred to as Red Max, 


also is used to determine whether math 
skills students must learn before moving 
on to more difficult areas are valid. 


"Red math skills must be learned be- 


fore a student can progress to the next 
level of math; "yellow" skills are desir- 
able to be learned but not necessary for 
the next learning skill; and "green" 
skills are helpful skills but not essential. 
An example of a "red" skill is counting 
before learning to add. 


Currently Seltzer and Joseph Czech, 


PEM director, are going to the schools to 
inform teachers about PEM. Seltzer said 
"the biggest problem now is that they 
don't understand it. Once they see there 
is something to benefit themselves and 
the kids, they'll support it." 


HE SAID teachers were involved in 


seating it up and had been asked for feed- 
back several times last year. 


Mrs. Weber said only 60 teachers were 


involved in forming the program's objec- 
tives out of 800 in the district. 


PEM is a federally-funded program 


that will use $150,000 over the next three 
years. The district has received $74,000 
for PEM this year.

Main Street and Central Road, where the 
abandoned Central School now stands. 


Cost to taxpayers of purchasing the 


parcel, razing the Central School build- 
ing and constructing the 45,000 square 
foot library have been estimated at $16 
per year, for 14 years, based on $10,000 
equalized assessed valuation. 


The board voted to issue the bonds 


without holding a public referendum last 
July. 


Under the home rule provision of the 


1970 Illinois State Constitution, the vil- 
lage has a bonding power of $11 million, 
without holding a public referendum. 
Only $2.5 million of that sum has been 
used, according to Eppley. 


TRUSTEE KENNETH Scholten de- 


fended the village's decision Friday, say- 
ing a referendum would delay issuance 
of the bonds and give construction costs 
time to rise. 


Scholten said the total cost of a refer- 


endum, estimated at $200,000, plus the 
delay it might cause, would inflate the 
total cost of the project. 


He said village residents will have the 


opportunity to make input into the proj- 
ect at board meetings. 


"There has not been a great deal of 


comment from the citizenry," Scholten 
said, "but I believe the overwhelming 
majority of the citizens arc in favor of 
library expansion."

"the chance of a lifetime" to elect the 
kind of candidate needed "to do nothing 
less than return control of this country to 
the American people." 


Mandate said he was "shocked, bewil- 


dered and overwhelmed" by President 
Ford's pardon of Richard Nixon, and 
said it indicated a continuation "of the 
sleazy, palsy-walsy, cynical twisting of 
the law" by the White House. 


THE PARDON OF Nixon, he said, 


shook the belief that the country had 
seen an end to a government "which 
didn't believe In telling the truth or obey- 
ing the law; which held the Congress, the 
courts and the American people in con- 
tempt." 


Mondale later told reporters that while 


Democratic hopes had again been en- 


hanced by Ford's action, "I never 
thought a veto-proof Congress was a real 
expectation, or even a proper one. But 
we need a substantial majority to put 
Congress on an equal basis with the 
President." He said Dwight Eisenhower, 
with on overwhelmingly Democratic Con- 
gress, vetoed 44 bills, and only three of 
his vetoes were overridden.

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Racial prejudice charged by group 
Court fight emerges 
over housing project 


by KURT BAER 


The fight to bulid low-and moderate- 


Income housing on land next to St. Viator 
High School emerged Friday in federal 
court with backers of the project again 
attempting to overrule Arlington Heights' 
denial of the development. 


Tho Metropolitan Housing Devel- 


opment Corp. is attempting to prove a 
caso of racial discrimination against the 
Arlington Heights Village Board for its 
1071 decision not to rezonc the Viatorlon 
property for the low-and moderate-in- 
como project colled Lincoln Green. 


MHDC attorney P. Willis Caruso told a 


three-judge U.S. Appeals Court panel In 
Chicago Friday that the village's zoning 
arguments "just do not ring true," and 
that the townhousc project proposed for 
15 acres of Vlatorlan land had been 
treated differently by village officials be- 
cause It represented low-and moderate- 
incomo housing. 


REFERRING TO some 60 cases in 


which the Arlington Heights Village 
Board has approved property rczoning 
from single-to multiple-family housing, 
Caruso said that "the philosophy of re- 
zoning Is very common in Arlington 


Heights and ours would not bo as harsh 
as some other ones they have allowed." 


Village Atty. Jack M. Slegcl painted 


the Viatorian low-and moderate-income 
controversy as a "common garden varie- 
ty zoning case." 


"Wo resent deeply the allegation that 


the village of Arlington Heights dis- 
criminated in this case, Arlington 
Heights docs not discriminate. We do not 
zone out anyone." Slegcl told the court. 


Throughout the lawsuit, which was 


filed by MHDC in U.S. District Court in 
June, 1972, Slegcl has grounded the vll- 
I a g e' s defense in the alleged In- 
compatibility of multiple-family housing 
in a single-family neighborhoods. 


"The only question in this case Is 


whether there was an abuse of discretion 
by the Village of Arlington Heights," he 
said adding that there would be no ques- 
tion If MHDC wanted to build low-and 
moderate-single family housing on the 
land. 


"UNLESS THIS court is prepared to 


say that because poor people or because 
black or brown .people or Mexican Amer- 
icans want to live in a particular place 
that they don't have to follow the zoning-

This would not be 
the case, he said, with the Viatorian 
property. 


Caruso characterized the proposed Lin- 


coln Green Townhouses as being "like 
the surrounding homes In character "and 
they would actually be. better construct- 
ed." 


HE SAID THAT MHDC would be finan- 


cially able to build thcriiousing if the ap- 
peals court overturned the village's ob- 
jections to the project. "This project is 
important to leaders of the metropolitan 
area," he said in naming several corpo- 
ration heads who sit on MHDC's board of 
directors. These men live in the sub- 
urbs but have backed this project whole- 
heartedly. The Clerics of St. Viator also 
want this built and they have cooperated 
over a length of time," he said. 


In arguing that the village board and 


the 
plan commission had treated 


MHDC's rczoning petition the same way 
they handled numerous other similar ap- 
plications, Siegel noted that U.S. District 
Court Judge Thomas R. McMillen al- 
ready has ruled there is "not a single bit 
of evidence to show racial motivation or 
discrimination of any kind."

Police investigating McDonald's burglary 


A r l i n g t o n Heights police ore in- 


vcwtlgntlng the early Sunday morning 
burglary of a McDonald's restaurant in 
which tho stifc was broken open and a 
undetermined amount of money taken. 


Police said the crime was discovered 


after they received an anonymous tip 
Sunday morning that the restaurant, 1818 
W. Northwest Hwy., had been burglar- 
ized. 


When police arrived, they found the 


rear door had been pried open and tho 
restaurant's floor safe had been re- 
moved. The empty safe was found In the 
alley where it had been pried open with a 
toot believed to be similar to the one 
used to force the door, police said. 


Tho alloy Is screened from view by a 


fence and a wall that Is part of an un- 
completed addition to the restaurant. 


Burglars took cash and drugs from two 


pharmacies and several doctors' offices 
Saturday night in Mount Prospect and 
Arlington Heights. 


P o l i c e in both villages are in- 


vestigating a possible link between beak- 
Ins at Doretti's Pharmacy, 210 W. North- 
west Hwy., Arlington Heights, and at 
Victor's Pharmacy, 1060 N. Northwest 
Hwy., Mount Prospect. Several doctors' 
offices in the building housing Victor's 
were also burglarized. 


The Victor's break-in was the second 
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there since Aug. 2 and the fourth 
pharmacy burglary in Mount Prospect 
since that time. In all four cases, the 
burglars lowered themsleves into the 
stores by dropping through roof vents. 


The Doretti's burglary was discovered 


first — at about 10 a.m. Sunday. Arling- 
ton Heights police said entry was gained 
by -prying open the front door. The 
thieves apparently Ignored the front of 
the store and took items primarily from 
the pharmacy area and cash register. 


REPORTED STOLEN from Doretti's 


were all the store's amphetamines, sev- 
eral other unspecified drugs, at least $110 
in cash, an unknown amount of cigarcts 
and watches and 250 state lottery tickets. 
No value was placed on the stolen items. 


Amphetamines were taken also at Vic- 


tor's Pharmacy in Mount 
Prospect, 


along with seconal tablets. Police said 
nothing else, other than an' undisclosed 
amount of money, appeared missing. It 
also is believed that only cash was taken 
from the doctors' offices. 


Del. Kenneth Szchach of Mount Pros- 


pect police said a large quantity of sy- 
ringes were left behind, as were other 
non-tablet drugs. He said the amount of 
drugs or money taken from the pharma- 
cy and what was taken from the doctors' 
offices has yet to be determined. 


THE BURGLARS entered the Mount 


Prospect building by first using a large 
garbage container to step onto to get to 
the roof and then removing two roof 
vents. Holes were kicked in the ceilings 
above a hallway and above the pharma- 
cy. Police said the holes were made In 
the same locations as previous burglar- 
ies in the building. This was the third 
break-in in the last several months at the 
location. 


Police said a total of seven doors,' 


mostly to offices, were kicked In by the 
burglars. The burglars may have left by 
the rear door of the building, police 
added. The burglary was discovered 
about 11 a.m. Sunday. 


Mount Prospect police have made one 


arrest in connection with the earlier bur- 
glaries at the medical building. Timmy 
Bagley, 17, of 1260 Winnetka Avc., Pala- 
tine, has been accused of the Aug. 3-4 
burglary. There has been one continu- 
ance in his court case and he is being 
held at Gateway House, a drug rehabili- 
tation center. 


An arrest also has been made in one of 


the other two recent Mount Prospect 
pharmacy burglaries. Arrested at the 
same time as Bagley was Mark Meldahl, 
13, of 600 W. Baldwin Rd., Palatine, 
charged with the Aug. 18 burglary of 
Kecfer's Pharmacy, S W. Prospect Ave. 
He is free on bond and also has had one 
court continuance. 


The fourth recent burglary occurred 


Aug. 24 at the Walgreen Co. store 
pharmacy, 1010 Mount Prospect Plaza. 
Drugs were taken in all four burglaries, 
police said. 


Senior-citizen 'action plan' 
to go before village trustees 


A wide-ranging "action 
program" 


aimed at siding Arlington Heights Senior 
citizens will be presented to the village 
board tonight by the village senior citi- 
zens commission. 


Recommendations include subsidized 


taxi service, creation of a senior citizens 
center with a full-time director, special 
home I.D. stickers for physically handi- 
capped persons, a low-cost home im- 
provement and maintenance service, re- 
duced garbage, water and utility tax 
rates, a spring health fair and a job 
clearinghouse. 


Cost of the proposed program is esti- 


mated at $39,000 by the commission. 


The recommendations are part of the 


senior citizens commission's first formal 
report to the village board, which 
created the special task force on elderly 
problems last November. 


UNDER THE PROPOSED taxi pro- 


gram, seniors would pay 50 cents for a 
one-way ride within Arlington Heights. 
The village would pay $1 for each ride. 


An agreement with the City Trans- 


portation Co., which operates cabs in Ar- 
lington Heights, already has been formu- 


lated for trustees' consideration. 


There is a possibility for reimburse- 


ment to the village from the state or fed- 
eral government under the Older Ameri- 
cans Act, the commission reports. 


A multi-purpose senior citizens center 


would assist elderly residents in "mak- 
ing friends, securing personal counseling 
and provide opportunities for participa- 
tion in creative social, cultural and 
educational activities," according to the 
commission. 


No specific recommendation is made

approved the compromise Dundee Road 
median strip plan which calls for both 
landscaped 
and mountablc medians. 


Work crews will begin pouring concrete 
this week. 


Ronald Kennedy, a project engineer 


for the Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation, 
said state officials approved the plan Fri- 
day. Federal Highway Administration of- 
ficials also gave their consent to the 
agreement reached Thursday by village 


Four lanes on Dundee to open soon 


State officials Friday said there Is a 


possibility four lanes of Dundee Road In 
Wheeling will be open to traffic In the 
near future. 


Edward Glllon, chief engineer on the 


project, said that as soon as workers fin- 
ish Installing curbs and the median strip, 
four lanes could be opened. 


"At this time, I can't say definitely," 


he said. "But there is a possibility when 
all the piece work Is finished we will put 
In a crossover so that four lanes can be 
opened on the cast end (Wheeling) of the 
project," he said. 


The $3 million project consists of wid- 


ening Dundee Road to four lanes between 
Elmhurst Road and III. Rt. S3, through 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights. 


CONSTRUCTION BEGAN at Elmhurat 


Road and thus far four lanes hove been 
Installed to about 1,000 feet west of Buf- 
falo Grove Road. Glllon said it will be 
some time before four lanes can be 
opened west of that point. 


He said, however, construction Is on 


schedule and again predicted the entire 
project will be finished by Thanskglving. 


Progress on the road, Gillon said will de- 
pend on the weather. 


After paving Is completed, Glllon said 


workers will hook up the realignments of 
Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 
roads. 


Both roads have been realigned where 


they Intersect Dundee Road. The realign- 
ments are expected to alleviate traffic 
congestion and make for safer travel on 
the road. 


Gillon said it would be Impractical to 


open the realignments before four lanes 
are paved. 


SINCE SEPTEMBER 1072, motorists 


have been inconvenienced by construc- 
tion on Dundee Road. Before road con- 
struction started in the summer of 1973, 
workers were Installing sewer pipes 
along the right-of-way. 


Late last year, residents, village offi- 


cials and merchants along Dundee Rond 
protested to Gov. Daniel Walker and sev- 
eral state legislators about what they 
called a "lack of progress" on the road. 


Following the protests, the state desig- 


nated Dundee Road as the number one 
road construction priority In the northern 
part of Illinois.

KENNEDY SAID the agreement, call- 


ing for alternating sections of landscaped 
and mountable dividers along the two- 
mile road section, may even save the 
state some money because the land- 
scaped sections will not need laving. He 
was unable to cite a dollar amount, how- 
ever, pending a detailed cost estimate. 


Village officials and Buffalo Grove 


business leaders had been fueding for 
several months over the type of medians 
to install. 


The conflict revolved around local 


merchants' fear that planted medians 
would hurt their business because access 
to their stores would be limited, while 
village leaders wanted medians that 
would beautify the roadway. 


Both sides have indicated they are 


agreeable to the compromise plan. Ap- 
proximately 1.4 miles of Dundee Road in 
residential sections of the village will be 
planted median while the remaining area 
will be mountable providing access to 
businesses and shopping centers. 


THE STATE PROBABLY would have 


gone ahead with its plans to install a 
mountable median along the entire road 
stretch had a decision not been reached, 
State Rep. Harold Katz, D-Glencoe, said. 


Once the medians are completed, prob- 


ably by late November, the village will 
be responsible for providing the land- 
scaping. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong, who 


helped engineer the agreement, said 
grass will be planted next spring and 
trees may be planted later depending on 
the availability of funds.

full-time center director. 


A LOW-COST HOME maintenance ser- 


vice would assist senior citizens In hang- 
Ing on to their homes at a time when 
they ore unable to make many neces- 
sary repairs themselves, the commission 
reports. 


"With labor costs becoming prohibitive 


for persons on fixed incomes who may 
need the grass mowed, snow removed, 
leaves removed from the gutter, storm 
windows put on or taken off, a village 
arrangement for low-cost service could 
make tho difference in the ability of old- 
er people to remain In then* homes for 
longer periods of time." 


Previously, the commission discussed 


asking the village public works depart- 
ment to assist senior residents with home 
repairs. But in the report, the commis- 
sion states that it is "aware that the pub-

lie works department is understaffed due 
to budgetary constraints. Therefore the 
commission recommends that a policy 
decision concerning this matter be con- 
sidered." 


The commission advocates reducing 


village water rates for senior citizens, 
cutting their utility tax rate, and further 
reducing the monthly garbage rate, al- 
ready one-half the normal rate, to one 
fourth. 


ON THE SUBJECT of employment, the 


report suggests that "a clearinghouse 
should be started to publicize the kind of 
jobs available, even the Inclusion of odd 
jobs, thus assuring that all older individ- 
uals hi the community have knowledge of 
these." 


In addition, a "Retired Senior Volun- 


teer Program" also is recommended. 


To assist disabled persons, the com- 


mission recommends that a "highly vis- 
ible I.D. sticker should be placed on the 
Inside front door of every building or 
home with physically handicapped per- 
sons for priority evacuation in case of 
fire or emergency. 


"The placement of the sticker on the 
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back of the front door rather than a win- 
dow is suggested in an attempt to dis- 
courage Intruders or burglars from at- 
tempted crimes." 


The "action program" being proposed 


by the commission reflects some of the 
needs senior citizens identified in ques- 
t i o n n a i r e s mailed to all Arlington 
Heights residents in February. 


A TOTAL OF 946 residents responded 


to the survey out of a possible population 
of 4,547 persons identified as being 60 
years of age or older. 


Survey results ranked the five most 


Important concerns of Arlington Heighs 
Heights senior citizens as being health 
care, income, housing, transportation 
and food and nutrition. 


In connection with health care, the 


commission recommends the village join 
with Harper College and Wheeling Town- 
ship to sponsor a spring health fair. 


"Mobile units with necessary equip- 


ment and trained personnel will be in- 
vited to conduct preventive 
health 


exams," according to the report, including 
eye, ear, heart, dental X-ray and diabe- 
tes checks.

'Mondale for President9 


evident in his visit here

Minnesota's Sen. Walter F. Mondale, 


acting mighty liketa candidate for Presi- 
dent, visited the Northwest suburbs Sat- 
urday to promote Democratic candidates 
for Congress. 


His visit to Elk Grove Village and 


Palatine was designed to boost Betty 
Spence of Buffalo Grove In her contest 
against U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th. 


But there was a heavy sentiment of 


"Mondale for President" In the mood. 


The senator's Introduction by William 


Rose, Elk Grove Township Democratic 
committeeman, as "a future presidential 
candidate" drew sustained 
applause 


from some 100 persons gathered at 
Rose's Maitre d' Restaurant in Elk 
Grove Village. 


MONDALE LATER greeted precinct 


workers at the Spence campaign head- 
quarters in Palatine and then traveled to 
Winnetka for a rally for Abner Mikva, 
Democratic opponent of U.S. Rep. Sam- 
uel H. Young, R-lOth. 


Nearly all of those who greeted him at 


curbside made some reference to a 1976 


presidential bid. Mondale told them he is 
"giving it every serious consideration." 


From the podium, he said "it's really 


not a question of whether I will run — 
but as you know it is required by the 
laws and the constitution of Minnesota 
that one of us try for it every four 
years," referring to past presidential ef- 
forts of Harold Stassen, Hubert Humph- 
rey and Eugene McCarthy. 


Later he told reporters he has a staff 


of three in Washington surveying his 
presidential chances, and that he will 
make a decision "sometime next year." 


HE TOLD 12TH District Democrats, 


"You have a great candidate and a real- 
ly incredible incumbent." 


"Mr. "What's-His-Name," he said, 


avoiding mention of Crane's name, "was 
one of eight people in America who voted 
for child abuse." (Mondale later said 
only eight or 12 representatives voted 
against his child care legislation, which 
passed unanimously in the Senate. That 
comprehensive bill on child care and 
child abuse safeguards is one of the 
things for which Mondalc became best 
known in his 10 years in the Senate.) 


He told Spence supporters they have 


"the chance of a lifetime" to elect the 
kind of candidate needed "to do nothing 
less than return control of this country to 
the American people." 


Mondale said he was "shocked, bewil- 


dered and overwhelmed" by President 
Ford's pardon of Richard Nixon, and 
said it indicated a continuation "of the 
sleazy, palsy-walsy, cynical twisting of 
the law" by the White House. 


THE PARDON OF Nixon, he said, 


shook the belief that the country had 
seen an end to a government "which 
didn't believe in telling the truth or obey- 
ing the law; which held the Congress, the 
courts and the American people in con- 
tempt." 


Mondalc later told reporters that while 


Democratic hopes had again been en- 
hanced by Ford's action, "I never 
thought a veto-proof Congress was a real 
expectation, or even a proper one. But 
we need a substantial majority to put 
Congress on an equal basis with the 
President." He said Dwight Eisenhower, 
with an overwhelmingly Democratic Con- 
gress, vetoed 44 bills, and only three of 
his vetoes were overridden.

"they are not bigots. They are not pre- 
judiced." 


Of the judges who heard Friday's oral 


arguments Chief Judge Luther M. Swy- 
gert broke in with questions several 
times. 


While arguing that the turn down of 


the MHD housing project had affected 
low-income people of all colors, not just 
blacks and other minorities, Siegcl said 
It is true that some people cannot afford 
to buy a single-family home in Arlington 
Heights. 


"Is it true, more blacks are poorer 


than whites," Swygert interjected. 


"That may be true," Siegel answered. 
AT ANOTHER point In the trial, Swy- 


gert said it is common knowledge that 
these factories go out into the suburbs 
and that the suburbs are all white. 


"Blacks have to stay in the city and can't 
get to tlie suburban jobs." That's what's 
going on in this country and we have to 
face that," Swygert said. 


Siegel told the judges there is no con- 


stitutional guarantee of housing and that 
municipal decisions cannot be ruled in- 
valid simply because they may have a 
greater impact on poor persons than on 
wealthy citizens. 


"The zoning ordinance applies to ev- 


eryone and we have to apply the same 
test whether it is low-, moderate-or high- 
income housing that is being proposed." 


In his final statement before the court, 


Caruso paraphrased comments he said 
were made by former Village Pres. Jack 
Walsh at the time the rezoning appli- 
cation was voted down by the village 
board. 


He quoted Walsh as saying, "The ob- 


jcction of residents is a mandate to re- 
ject this proposal." This, Caruso told the 
judges, is "a very strong endorsement of 
what the intent was and what the feeling 
was at that time." 


The three Appeals court judges took 


the entire case under advisement and 
their decision is not expected for at least 
several weeks. After their ruling is hand- 
ed down, the case can be appealed to the 
U.S. Supreme Court.
